BANK PRESIDENTS CONFER 


THEY MEET UNITED STATES 
TREASURER JORDAN. 

A GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE WAY TO 
MEET THE SILVER QUESTION AND THE 
ACTION TAKEN. 

Conrad N. Jordan, Treasurer of the 
United States, informed the New-York 
Clearing House Association yesterday that 
under the present condition of affairs the 
country was steadily drifting toward a 
Silver basis. He intimated furthermore 
that the drifting process was going on very 
rapidly, and could only be checked by a 
change in the gold policy of the banks. 

The bankers of this city have been watch- 
ing with some anxiety the large influx of 
silver into the Government Treasury, and 

the constant reduction of the surplus 
Rbove the legal gold reserve. They have 
been anxious to ascertain what policy the 
new Administration intended to pursue. 
When Treasurer Jordan attended the re- 
cent banquet in his honor, at Delmonico’s, 
he was plainly given to understand that 
the New-York bankers would be pleased 
to confer with him. Subsequenily a more 
formal invitation was sent to Mr. Jordan 
to meet the members of the Clearing 
Bouse Association. That invitation was 
accepted, and yesterday Treasurer Jordan 
and Henry W. Cannon, Controller of the 
Currency, came to the city and spent two 
or three hours at the Clearing House. 

A large proportion of the New-York 
banks were represented at the meeting, 
over which J. D. Vermilye presided. 
Treasurer Jordan desired it to be under- 
stood that his visit was without official 
significance. He did not come, he said, to 
submit any propositions, but simply to 
have an informal talk with the bankers of 
New-York on a subject fully as important 
to them as to the Government. He ex- 
plained that the gold surplus in the United 
States Treasury was getting lower and 
lower, and unless the receipts of gold were 
increased the surplus would soon be wiped 
out altogether. That would necessitate 
the use of silver in paving the Govern- 
ment’s obligations, and such a uecessity. 
would lead to the practical establishment 
of asilver basis. The questions to be con- 
sidered were whether the New-York 
banks—representing a large part of the 
capital of the country—desired such a 
change, and if not, whether they were 
able and willing to adopt measures to pre- 
vent it. 

Some of the members of the Clearing 
House suggested that should the Govern- 
ment run short of gojid the banks here 
would undoubtedly be willing to advance 
whatever amount was required. It was ad- 
mitted by the bankers that it would not 
be to the advantage of the banks to have 
the Government recede froma gold toa 
silver basis. The sentiment of the meeting 
appeared to be in favor of making ad- 
vances of gold to the Government in such 
sums and upon such terms as might be 
mutualiy agreed upon by Treasurer Jor- 
fan and the Clearing House Association. 
Mr. Jordan was given to understand that 
the Government night, have $10,000,000, or 
even $20,000,000, in gold if it desired. 

Treasurer Jordan assured the members 
of the association that the Government 
did notask for any loans from the bankers. 
The Government would not accept any 
such loans. -There was plenty of mone 
in the United States Treasury to pay all 
of the Government’s obligations, and the 
only point to be determined was whether 
or not some of those obligations should 
not be paid in silver. Mr. Jordan said 
that he had no suggestions to offer. He 
hoped that the New-York bankers would 
study the figures, discuss the situation 
among themselves, and make up their 
minds what was best for them to do. If 
the bankers should adopt a policy which 
required co-operation on the part of the 
Treasury Department, Mr. Jordan had no 
doubt that the present Administration 
would be found willing to do anything 
that. was lawful and proper to aid in 
keeping the finances of the country on a 
solid gold basis. 

The books of the Treasury Department 
and the latest published statements show 
that while the Government has been 
steadily paying out gold its receipts of 
fola have been diminishing, and its accu- 
mulation of silver has been piling higher 

aud higher. On July 1the United States 
Treasury vauits held $120,298,000 net in gold 
coin. Of this amount only $20,298,000 was 
in excess of the legal reserve for the re- 
demption of legal tender notes. This ex- 
cess has aiready been reduced to $18,000,- 
000. There became due on July 1 interest 
coupons (on 4 per cent. bonds) amounting 
to $1,377,000, which must be paid out of the 
goldsurplus. Three months hence another 


quarterly batch of coupons will fall due.and 
they aiso must be taken care of out of the 
Froid surplus. At the present rate in which 
gold is being paid into the Government 
treasury it is not probable that the steady 
depletion of the surplus will be meterially 
checked. The Government has already 
issued about $101,000,000 of silver certifi- 


cates, and its vaults contain $67,921,000 
more silver dollars than there are silver 
certificates outstanding. There was a 
story in circulation yesterday that Treas- 
urer Jordan had proposed to the bankers 
to take silver certificates trom the Gov- 
ernment in exchange for gold, the banks 
to hold the silver certificates until the 
Government was ableto take them back. 
Apparently the only foundation for this 
story was in Treasurer Jordan’s plain 
statement to the bankers that unless the 
Government received gold it could not 
continue to pay it out. Should the New- 
York banks employ a portion of the gold 
that they have in ‘nd 4 and aid in giving 
it a freer circulation, they will enable the 
Government to remain upon its gold basis, 
at least for some time to come. 

The New-York banks now hold about 
$112.000.0U0 of gold. This is an estimate 
made yesterday by the President of one of 
the largest banks in the Clearing House 
Association. The banks of this city have 
been accumulating gold for many months. 
Some of them have probably added to 
their store in the belief that gold was 
bound to command a premium after 
a while. What the Treasury officers 
have to contend with is the widely 
prevajent disposition to pay customs 
duties in silver certificates. A New- 
York importer goes to his bank to get 
money to pay duties on a consignment of 
goods from abroad. The bauk Teller 
promptly shoves out abunch of silver cer- 
tificates. which are paid into the Custom 
House and subsequently deposited in the 
Sub-Treasury here. Of more than $500,000 
received ai the Sub-Treasury yesterday 
for customs duties, only $8,000 was in gold 
coin, and by far the largest portion was in 
silver ceriiicates. In spite of its meagre 
gold receipts, the Sub-Treasury continues 
to pay its Clearmg House daily balances 
ia goid certijicates. Assistant Treasurer 
Acten paid $55/,215 2: to the Clearing 
House yesterday. 

The conference at the Clearing House 
terminated about the middle of the after- 
noon, and Treasurer Jordan took the 3:40 
P. M. train for Washington. ‘he bank 
Presidents were dispesed to regard the 
talk between themselves and Mr. Jordan 
as contidential, and they were reticent 
concerning it. One of them, however, who 
said he could not see how anything was to 
be gained from secrecy, answered the ques- 
tion “Whatare the bankers going todo?’ as 
follows: ‘* It has been practically agreed 
apon by the members of the Clearing 
House Association that hereafter we shall 
be more liberal in disbursing gold. 
It will not burt the banks to let 
out a few millions of gold, and such 

policy may hold the silver question 
tn abeyance until Congress can dispose of 
4. Weshball eudeavor to supply such of 
sur customers a3 desire to pay customs 
juties with gold certificates instead of gsil- 











ver certificates. Of course, the bankers 
understand that the Government cannot 
continue to pay out gold if it receives 
nothing but silver. I do not know whether 
the Clearing House Association will take 
any formal action in this matter. Its 
members have a pretty clear understand- 
ing among themselves already.”

Statements were made to a TIMES re- 
porter by the Presidents of two leading 
banks iz this city that there was no cause 
for alarm in financial circles so far as 
yesterday’s conference was concerned. 
‘**United States Treasurer Jordan came to 
New-York on the invitation of the banks 
themselves,’’ said these gentlemen, ‘ and 
was asked to state the exact standing of 
the Government. The reason of so invit- 
ing him was our fear that the large surplus 
of silver was about to be forced on us and 
the country to our very great injury, and 
change our monetary standard. Such a 
catastrophe must be stopped in some 
way. Mr Jordan explained the situation 
tous. There 1s $118,000,000 in gold in the 
United States Treasury, $18,000,000 more 
than the reserve required by law, but we 
thought that that overplus might be re- 
duced before Congress would meet and 
then the silver would have tocome. To 
a such a calamity to business we 

ave offered the Government $10,000,000 of 
our reserve gold in this city, and, should 
more be required to tide over until Con- 
gress meets and to relieve us of the odious 
silver law, then more will undoubtedly be 
furnished, although we shall have to meet 
again to make any further advance. Now, 
let it be distinctly understood that we are 
not censuring the Administration in this. 
On the contrary, we say it is doing all in 
its power to help in this matter, and we 
praise it.” 

The President of a prominent city bank 
gave THE TiMEs this account of the meet- 
ing: He remarked, by way of preface, 
that though the matter had been dis- 
cussed, more or less, for some time by the 
Treasurer and officers of numerous banks 
in this city the calls sent out for yester- 
day’s meeting were marked confiden- 
tial. There was a good representation 

resent from all the large banks. 

ir. Jordan assured these who were at the 

meeting that the present position of the 
Government was perfectly satisfaetory 
and furnished no cause for alarm. He 
was particular to say that the Treasury 
would not at any time need assistance 
from any source, but he did foresee the 
possibility of its having to make a portion 
of its payments in silver. 

“In answer to inquiries put by bank 
officers present,’’ said the gentleman, “ it 
was made to appear that from predicted 
receipts and expenditures perhaps $10,000,- 
000 in silver might be paid out unless some 
special pains be taken to prevent it and 
make it unnecessary. The expressions of 
the bank officers were practically unani- 
mous that it would be excessively un- 
wise to meet payments in silver in 
New-York City; that ifthe Treasury did 
pay silver here in large amounts the 
whole currency of the country would be 
thrust on a silver basis, unless the banks 
should elect to discriminate at once 
against silver, recognizing it from dealers 
only in special accounts, to be returned in 
kind. On a general belief that Con- 
gress at its next session will sus- 
pend the compulsory coinage of sil- 
ver it was considered unwise to bring 
about the excitement that this discrimina- 
tion wovld be sure to occasion. To fore- 
stall any such possibility the banks of 
New-York, in behalfthe dealers and for the 
interest of the commerce of the country, 
should volunteer their aid to the Treasurer 
in case it should be absolutely necessary 
for him to payin silver to the Clearing 
House. 

“The result of the conference was the 
unanimous adoption of a resolution, ten- 
dering to the Treasurer $10,000,000 in gold, 
as he might need it, or even $20,000,000 in 
gold if necessary, and perhaps more, in re- 
turn for such other moneys as he might 
have at his disposal and might wish to 
part. with, The New-York banks are 
abundantly able to do this. They have 
now, I believe, about $107,000,000 in gold. On 
the Treasurer’s part it was not thought 
that the $10,000.000 thus proffered would 
be required, and that in any event the 
use of $20,000,000 could not be reason- 
ably anticipated before Congress would 
meet and demonstrate its attitude on the 
silver question. The Treasurer was urgent 
in sayiug that the Government should not 
be supposed to be asking anything from 
the banks inevent of any emergency now 
orin future. The whole question, so far 
as he was concerned, was a wish to hear 
the views of bankers in New-York City, 
and to aid them in their expressed desire 
to keep the commerce of the country on a 
gold basis. He wanted to see what the 
bankers might volunteer to do in their 
own interest.’’ 

Another bank President, one of the 
oldest in the city, said that the question, 
as he understood it, was “whether the 


banks of this city would enable the Gov- 
ernment, by assisting it to gold sufficient 
to offset the heavy issue of silver dollars, 
to prevent our being forced into a double 
standard currency. The Government has 
not the gold, but the banks have,”’ the gen- 
tleman continued, ‘‘and the two will proba- 
bly work together to keep the gold standard. 
After all we might do, Congress might do 
nothing to stop the silver dollar and the 
double standard would be forced on the 
country. The Government is all right 
either way, forit can force anything it 
chooses, but would it be policy to force 
the banks to close up? It would really 
be a three-cornered fight between the peo- 
ple, the Government, and the banks. 


* Nothing has yet been definitely decid- 
ed on. We have 60 per cent. reserve, 
where only 25 per cent. is required by law, 
and we have untold millions lying idle and 
seeking investment, and we can just as 
weil as not do as the Government needs.” 

Assistant ‘Treasurer Acton said: “I do 
not know anything about what the banks 
propose to do in the matter of advancing 
gold to the Government. There has been 
a good dealof talk for some time about 
the large accumulation of silver and the 
decrease in the gold surplus. Just what 
will be done in settlement of these 
questions I[ am _ not’ prepared to 
Say.” Cashier Floyd, of the Sub- 
Treasury, said that it was ridiculous 
to talk of the Government berrowing 
$10,000,000 or $20,000,000 in gold from New- 
York bankers. ‘Why, if such a thing 
should be done,’’ said Mr. Floyd, “ gold 
would be at a premium instanter. The 
Government is able to take care of itself, 
and I do not believe that there 1s any 
thought of asking an advance of gold 
from the bankers.”’ 

It is said that some time before the close 
of the iust/Administration Mr. Samuel J. 
Tilden addressed a.list of 16 questions to 
Secretary McCulloch as to the condition 
of the Treasury, the state of the gold re- 
serve, and the receipts and disbursements 
of gold, and that on receipt of the an- 
swers he expressed the opinion that the 
gold reserve would fall below the limit of 
$100,000,000 fixed by iaw before the Ist of 
the present month. A reporter of THE 
Times called on Mr. Tilden at Greystone 
last evening and after telling himof the 
rumor asked him if he would say anything 
on the subject. Mr. Tilden said he was not 
aware that either Mr. Jordan or Mr. Can- 
nou was in New-York, but that at any 
rate he did not feel disposed to talk about 
the matter for publication.

LEADING A STATE TICKET 


JUDGE ANDREWS WILLING TO BE 
A CANDIDATE. 


TALKED OF BY REPUBLICANS FOR THE 
GOVERNORSHIP—ASPIRANTS ‘FOR THE 
LIEUTENANT - GOVERNORSHIP 

Syracuse, July 13.—The Onondaga Re- 
publicans are not unmindful of the fact 
that the name of Judge Charles Andrews 
has been favorably mentioned for Gov- 
ernor in several parts of theState. When 
his name was suggested some months ago 
it was generally believed that under no 
circumstances would he accept the nomi- 
nation. He had just been elected to the 
Ceurt of Appeals bench for a term of 14 
years. The office is the capstone of many 
lawyers’ ambition. It is full of honors, 
and its salary, though only $7,000, is 
deemed sufficient to maintain the dignity 
of the incumbent. 

A gentleman who is upon intimate terms 
with Judge Andrews, and who would have 
no object in misrepresenting his views, 
is authority for some statements which 


would deem it no great sacrifice to be re- 
lieved of his judicial labors. This gentle- 
man says that Judge Andrews finds his 
work arduous, even a trifle irksome. His 
home life is interrupted, for he is virtual- 
ly compelled to maintain two establish- 
ments—one at Albany, the other at Syra- 
cuse. He has never enjoyed himself as he 
did when in active practice at the 
bar, and he has been heard 
to express doubts whether he cared 


to serve out the full term for which he 
was elected last Fall. A few of his friends 
are aware that if there had been any like- 
lihood of a contest in the convention 
which nominated him he would not 
have allowed his name to be used 
as a candidate. They know that he 
is not completely satisfied with the re- 
tired life which he must necessarily live. 
Upon a knowledge of these circumstances 
they base the belief that he would have 
little hesitation, if the Republican nom- 
ination were tendered him, in resign- 
ing the office of Judge, as_ the 
State Constitution would require him 
to do in order to have the 
votes counted that might be cast for him 
for Governor. He not only will not 
be a candidate in the ordinary sense of 
that term, but he will not allow his friends 
te raise a finger for him, as some of 
them discovered when assistance was 
delicately proffered him. ‘Should 
the convention,” says this same 
authority, ‘conclude that it would be 
wise to tender him the nomination, and 
there was — unanimity of senti- 
ment about it, believe Judge Andrews 
would accept it.’”’ The Republican lead- 


ers in this city, however, have not 
made up their minds whether it 
would be wise to advise him in 
the matter. They say that the respensi- 


bility is too grave to be hastily assumed. 
Defeat might come, and it is a very 
serious question with them whether they 
care to run the risk of having the 
soundness of their political judgment 
impeached or of imperiling his own 
exalted position. They are debating the 
perplexing question, and the Judge Is en- 
joying himself in the North Woods. The 
only argument against his nomination that 
has been heard is that furnished by the 
friend of another candidate, to the effect 
that the unanimous decision of the Court 
of Appeals that his oleomargarine law was 
unconstitutional would arouse the dairy- 
men against him. 

The candidacy of Senator Dennis Mo- 
Carthy for Lieutenant-Governor is viewed 
in Syracuse with mingled curiosity, pity, 
regret, and even contempt. The Senator 
is a festive gallant of 71 Summers, and 
has figured conspicuously in Onon- 
daga politics for many years. In _ his 
autobiography, prepared for the political 
almanac, he assures us that ‘‘his father 
came from Blarney Castle, Ireland, and 
his mother from Plymouth Rock, Massa- 
chusetts.’’ To this combination of stock is 
probably due the craft in his political 
composition. He wasgmember of Assem- 
bly as far back as 1846, and after- 
ward was Mayor of Syracuse for a 
term. For the past 10 years’ he 
has represented the Unondaga District in 
the Senate, and has almost invariably been 
identified with whatever of political chi- 
canery has been credited to the upper 
house in that period. With the harlot 
Tammany he was always on intimate 
terms. The district ought to give 
any Republican in good standing a ma- 
jority of between 5,000 and 6,000. The 
waning esteem in which the Senator is 
held in Onondaga County is indicated by 
the fact that his majority over his Demo- 
cratic opponent two years ago was less 
than a thousand in the county. Some of the 


Republican managers are frank enough to 
say that he ought to be shelved, and that 
if there was in their judgment any chance 
of his being nominated on the State ticket 
they would make a fight to deprive him of 
the delegates. As it is, the delegates will 
probably go to the convention and make 


a mild noise for their man because of 
“local pride.” 

Assemblyman Francis Hendricks, of the 
Second Ouondaga District, is fixing up his 
fences for the Senatorial nomination. He 
has secured pledges of support from many 
of the inituential members of the 
party im both Onondaga and Cort- 
Jand. He will agp | be nomina- 
ted in the place of Mr. McCarthy, 
and that of course would be equivalent to 
an election. Mr. Hendricks was Mavor of 
Syracuse in 1880 and 1881, and in 1884 
and 1885 was one of the county’s three 
representatives in the Assembly. His 
vigilance as a member of the _noto- 
rious Cities Committee last Winter 
attracted general attention, He was 
in the minority on the most of the mat- 
ters that engrossed the attention of that 
committee, and was obliged to make, 
with his friends in open house, what- 
ever fight could be made against the 
committee’s schemes. His record is 
unimpeachable. An effort has been 
made to arouse the hostility of the soldier 
element, because he voted persistently 
against the amendment of a demazgogue 
to exempt veterans from civil service ex- 
aminations. It is unlikely to meet with 
any success. Mr. Hendricks was the recog- 
nized leader of the Hiscock forces in the 
Senatorial fight of last January. ; 

Precedent will doubtless be followed in 
selecting an Assemblyman from the First 
Onondaga District this Fall, and Wallace 


Tappan will be returned by the 
Republicans. ‘There are several can- 
didates for Mr. Hendricks’s_ seat 
in the Second District, among 


them being mentioned William Gallup, 
a young lawyer; ex-Sheriff Davis Cossitt, 
who is a farmer, and ex-Assemblyman 
Samuel Wiilis. Assemblyman Conrad 
Shoemaker, of the Third District, will re- 
tire, having served two terms. D. L. 
Pickard and Frank B. Klock have both 
been suggested as his successor. 

Madison County will be fortunate this 
Fall in having a change in its representa- 
tive. It has not generally returned the 
same member two years in succession. 


Mr. Haskell was the only Madison 
man who has” been’ re-elected since 
1873. He drew the prize of the Chairman- 


ship of the Railroad Committee last Winter 
and was so earnestly engaged in surveying 
its possibilities all during the session that 
the public welfare was not in the slightest 
degree promoted. Unless Madison is to 
continue a fifth-rate county, some Repub- 
lican who knows the rightfrom the wrong 
side of every public question should repre- 
sent it im the next Legislature. 

Tne Hon. William B. Woodin is calmly 
waiting for the assembling of the conven- 
tion that will nominate a Senator in the 
Cayuga-Seneca-Tioga-Tompkins district. 
This is his district, and he expects to repre- 
sentit inthe next Senate. The arrange- 
i *weuts have been nade with the Rapublican

wirepullers in some of these counties to 
bring this about. His nomination carry- 
ing with it, as it will, the election, may 
mean one of several things or all of them 
combined. It may mean that the 
times have been hard, or that retire- 
ment has grown irksome, or _ that 
the scheme has thus_ early been 
planned to ‘‘knock out’? Warner Miller 
two years hence. Thomas C. Platt and 
Alonzo B. Cornell cherish feelings of the 
bitterest resentment toward the Senator. 
Mr. Platt controls the Republican poli- 
tics of Tioga and Mr, Cornell retains an 
influence in those of Tompkins. Mr. 
Woodin can generally take care of 
himself and of Cayuga as well. When ina 
reminiscent mood Mr. Woodin can.tell an 
entertaining story of Albany lifeand man- 
ners. The story which he relates with the 
greatest gleeis that of aman wearing some- 
thing like a pajama, and yet not very much 
like it either, whom he encountered in the 
corridors of the Delavan in the year 1881. 
Mr. Platt has been vor indignant with 
Mr. Woodin because he has _ thoughtlessly 
regaled his friends with this story 
for four long years. It now ap- 
pears that Mr. Platt has forgiven 
Mr. Woodin and they have become 
reconciled. The latter leaves his reminis- 
cence in Cayuga for the future and be- 
comes anally of the former in all offen- 
sive and defensive operations in Albany. 
This extraordinary alliance is the talk of 
the people as well as of the politicians of 
Western New-York. 

There are indications that a still hunt is 
being conducted against Senator Miller by 
the men who managed the Morton move- 
ment at Albany last Winter. Their plan 
is to secure wherever possible the nom- 
ination of a Senator who will be 
hostile to the return of Mr. Miller. 
They are canvassing the situation in the 
Ontario-Schuyler-Wayne-Yates district 
with a view to defeating Senator Tom 
Robinson’s renomination. This would 
not prove an unbearable blow to 
his constituents if it was proposed 
to substitute another and better 
man. He voted against Morton and for 
Evarts, and this was an outrageous act 
from the Morton standpoint. He is there- 
fore to be disposed of, and a man 
more pliable for their purposes 
is to be nominated. Among the 
candidates mentioned are Assemblyman 
John Raines, of Ontario; Mr. Youmans, of 
Wayne; Judge Hurd, of Schuyler, and ex- 
Senator George Lord, of Yates. Mr. Platt 
thinks very well of Mr. Lord, and the lat- 
ter will do anything in reason to be nomi- 
nated. 

Senator J. Sloat Fassett, of the Che- 
mung-Steuben-Allegany ‘district, has no 
rival ior the nomination, and will proba- 
bly be re-elected. Chemung will lose a 
good Assemblyman this Fall. Mr. 
Van Duzer has carried that strong 
Democratic county for the Republicans 
for two years in spite of every species of 
opposition. He now retires, declining on 
account of business to spend any more of 
his time in Albanv. The Republicans 


are at a loss to know whom, to 
nominate in his place. They be- 
lieve they can elect an Assemblyman 


this Fall if the right kind of a man can be 
found. The Democrats will probably 
nominate Dr. R. P. Bush, who was Mr. 
Van Duzer’s opponent last Fall. Lieut.- 
Gov. Hill staked everything on Mr. Bush’s 
election last Fall, and was exceedingly 
mortified over his defeat. G. F. 8.

THE REBELS SAID TO HAVE BEEN DEFEAT- 
ED AT LA GLORIA. 


CARTAGENA, June 27.—On Monday last 
Commander Brown, of her Majesty’s ship 
Maillard, arrived from Sabanilla. He brought a 
copy of an alleged telegram handed to him by 
Mr. Stacey, the English Consul in Barranquilla. 
It read as follows: 

“ Triumph in La Gloria. Four hundred prisoners, 
among them being Keinalles, Calderon, and Benito 
Martinez. Our army in Heradia ready to fignt.” 

This meant, of course, that the rebels had met 
and conquered the Government troops. With 
the telegram came the story that the insur- 
= had captured a large amount of ammuni- 

ion, rifles, and two Gatling guns. You can fancy 
the dismay with which the news brought by 
Capt. Brown was greeted. if this was true, then 
good-bye to the glowing dreams of a speedy end- 
ing of the war. The way to the interior was 
open and nothing but a handful of men at 
Honda stood between Dr. Nufiez and the opera- 
tion of cutting up. But the news was received 
with great suspicion, the question being asked: 
“How did it get to Barranquilla?” There is 
no telegraph. Then if it was true why did the 
revolutionary forces come down the river to 
Heradia, which is just above Calamar. On 
Tuesday morning a great revolution in feeling 
took place. <A canoe arrived from Calamar 
bringing the news that Gen. Calderon had com- 
pletely vanquisheu the rebels at La Gloria. The 
manin the canoe asked if the express had pot 
arrived. By this it appeared that Gen. Matens, 
at Calamar, had sent out a courier who had not 
put in an appearance. Instantly every one 
nocepted the second story as being absolute 
truth, and joy and gladness once more reigned 
upon the streets. bout all trat one can really 
say 1s established is that ther~ nas been a fight of 
some kind at La Gloria. 4.1 addition it might be 
said that the betting is five to four that the 
Government troops have won. 

Two days ago the Government published a 
bulletin in which was copied a dispatch from 
the Alcalde of San Juan, In this a victory for 
the Government troops at La Gloria was 
definitely claimed, and the deaths of Gens. Sar- 
miento, Hernendez, Bernal, Lombano, and Var- 
gas, and of Col. Obando were reported. It also 
states that the prisoners captured from the rebels 
numbered 300, and these are now in the possession 
of Gen. Calderon at La Gloria, wherc the fight 
took plave. The rebels retreated down the river 
and, it is said, left 200 wounded at the town of 
Mompos, Be this as it may, the revolutionary 
forces under Gen, Guitan came down as far as 
Calamar, where the Government troops now are, 
and went into camp on the opposite side of 
the river. They are there now and are said to 
have fortified themselves. The battle of La 
Gloria lasted from 6 in the morning to 4 in the 
afternoon. During the fight the Medellin, one 
or the largest of the river steamers, blew up, in- 
juring a number of people on board,

BUYING EXPOSITION BUILDINGS. 
New-OrtEAns, July 13.—The plant and 
allthe movable property of the late World’s 
Exposition were sold at auction to-day, and bid 
in for the managers of the new North, Central, 
and South American Exposition Company for 


$175,000, the property being sudject to all exist- 


ing liens. The sum realized, however, added to 
the amount appropriated by the Government, 
will be enough to pay all the existing 
debts of the old company except the 
sums loaned by the Federal, State, and city 
Governments, The sale comprises the machin- 
ery, station, main building, Government, art, 
and mill buildings, United States Lite Saving 
station, boilers, machinery, live stock, stables, 
&e. These buildings probably cost ten times the 
amount brought, though the exact cost is one 
of the things the old management have never 
been able or willing to furnish the public. The 
work of putting the buildings and grounds in 
order for the opening of next Winter’s exhibi- 
tion will be proceeded with at once. 


A PUZZLE FOR GEORGIA’S GOVERNOR. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 13.—There is a curi- 
ous case now before the Governor for consider- 
ation. On Christmas night two negroes had a 
quarrel and scuifie in a cabin which was the 
home of one of them. Later the quarrel, which 
was about as much a Christmas frolic as u quar- 
rel, was renewed in the yard. The visiting ne- 
gro struck at the other with a stick. The 
stick miscarried in the dark and struck a 
baby which the other negro had in his arms, 
The child died from the effect of the blow. The 
evidence was clear that the assailant did not see 
the child and did not know that there was any 
child near; but the law being that whoever kills 
another in the performance of an uniawful act 
is guilty of murder, the negro was convicted of 
murder and is now in the penitentiary for life. 
If he had hit the negro he aimed at, the most 
punishment would have been a few days’ sen- 
tence. He hit the child he did not see and is a 
murderer. 

















THE LIBERIAN MISSION DECLINED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 13.—The Rev. 
George W. Bryant, D. D., (colored,) Pastor of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Church, who 


has been tendered the Liberian Mission, left this 
morning for Washington to pay his respects to 
President Cleveland and decline the honor. Mr. 
Bryant said he could not see why President 
Cieveland should uppoint him when he had al- 
ways been a pronounced Republican. He stated 
that his church work stands in the way. He 
hopes to be able to assist the President in select- 
ing a suitable man for the place.

JOHN ROACHS CRUISERS 


SOMETHING TO BE DONE ABOUT 
THE VARIOUS CONTRACTS. 
THREE MORE VESSELS UNDER WAY—SOL- 
DIERS AND THE TOOLS OF TRADE— 

CHANGES IN THE DEPARTMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland’s decision against John 
Roach came as a surprise, as the im- 
pression had been allowed to _ go 
abroad that the opinion to be given 
would hold that the Government 
must take the vessel. In the absence 
of the Secretary of the Navy nothing 
has been done to-day in the matter, and 
there is no one authorized to say what will 
be the next step. The Secretary will 
have something to do about the three 
other cruisers now under way, and will 
doubtless endeavor to obtain from Mr. 
Roach better results than the terms of the 
contracts for the Chicago, Atlanta, and 
Boston might !ead people to expect. 

The contracts for the four cruisers were 
very much alike, the differences being 
those resulting from variations in size. 
Each one of the contracts, in clause 2 of 
the ninth article, atter declaring what the 
horse power development shall be, and 
that it shall be maintained successfully for 
six hours, provides “that in case of the 
failure of the development of this power 
the vessel shall be accepted if it can be 
shown to the satisfaction of the Naval Ad- 
visory Board and the Secretary of the 
Navy that this failure was due neither to 


defective workmanship nor materials.” 
The contract for the Chicago is dated July 
26, 1883, with a bond for comp!etion in the 
sum of $100,000. The bondsmen are George 
W. Quintard, steam engine builder,of New- 
York, who says under oath that he is 
worth $250,000 more than his legal liabili- 
ties, his property being real and personal 

roperty in the State and County of New- 

ork. The second boudsman, who also 
swears that he is worth over $250,000, 
is William Rowland, a steamship joiner, 
of New-brunswick, N. J., whose property 
is in New-York and New-Jersey. The 
contracts for the Boston and Atlanta were 
dated July 23, with bonds for $300,000 each. 
The bondsmen for these two cruisers are 
Levi Kerr, of Cleveland, Ohio, a banker, 
worth $150,000, and Thomas F.. Rowland, of 
New-York, a gas works builder, worth 
more than $150,000, of property, real and 
personal, in Brooklyn and New-York. The 
contract for the Dolphin, signed July 23, 
with bond for $150,000, has as bondsmen 
Levi Kerr and Alfred R. Whitney, the lat- 
ter a merchant of New-York. 

Mr. Chandler, in his report for 1883, 
spoke of the Delphin as “expected to fur- 
nish an excellent model from which 
might be expanded a high-speed com- 
merce destroyer, instead of taking as a 
standard either the overgrown merchant 
line steamers or the large and expensive 
dispatch vessels which have been built 
abroad, of questionable utility in time of 
peace.”’ In speaking of the contracts for 
all the cruisers, he refers to the fact that 
proceedings were taken under the act of 
Congress in ail the stages of preparation, 
and he quotes the language of the statutes 
requiring the use of domestic steel. The 
Naval Advisory Board which supervised 
the plans and advised the Secretary in the 
preparation of the contracts consisted 
of Rear-Admiral Robert W. Shufeldt, 
President; Mr. Henry Steers, Naval Archi- 
tect; Mr. Miers Coryell. Marine Engineer: 
Chief - Engineer Alexander Henderson, 
Commander John A. Howell, Lieut. Ed- 
ward W. Very, and Naval Constructor 
Frank A. Fernald. The genera! features 
of the vessels were indicated by the board, 
and after the suggestions of shipbuilders 
had been considered the plans were pre- 
pared by the Bureaus of Construction and 
Repairs and of Steam Engineering. 

The Collector of Customs at Suspension 
Bridge has written to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to know whether he shall permit 
the Thirteenth Battalion, of Hamilton, 
Ontario, to enter the United States to take 

art in the dedication of Niagara Park, on 
Vednesday, and if so, what he shall do 
about their arms, This inquiry has caused 


a flutter and some running about 
among the departments. Acting Secre- 
tary Fairchild, supposing it to 


be a matter for settlement by the State 
Department, referred the letter there. 
The State Department, atter several 
learned heads had knocked together over 
the inquiry, suggested that the Attorney- 
General ought to decide what was proper. 
So, Mr. Garland was called upon, 
and he sent the letter back to 
the Treasury Department as _ being 
a matter for that department to 
dispose of. Mr. Fairchild then turned 
the letter over to his Special Agents, and, 
after they had looked profoundly into it, 
they concluded that the Collector at Sus- 


pension Bridge might be permitted to 


allow the arms of the Hamilton Battalion 
to be brought in free as ‘ tools of trade,”’ 
and that the men who carried the ‘* tools”’ 
might be permitted to enter the country 
to take care of them. The letter of in- 
struction was sent to-day. 

A new fiscal year has just begun, and in 


gaining time to see what changes ought to 


be made next, the departments have not 
reported so many changes in employes as 
they were reporting just before the end of 
June. This has given rise, to a report that 
the President has called a general hait. 
There is no doubt that he has halted Hig- 
gins, at least in such a@ way as to 
keep him quiet, and there is reason to 
believe that he has protested against the 
hue and ery about “ offensive partisans.” 
The Post has given voice to the opposition 
among many Democrats to that sort of 
cleaning out of office holders which re- 
quires that men who wish to get in shall 
prepare charges against their neigh- 
bors of “oifensive partisanship,’’ which 
contain nothing more than ¢om- 
plaints of ordinary political activity. 
The work of making appointments 
it will be found has not stopped alto- 
gether. The President has no new policy, 
but is pursuing the simple plan upop “hich 
he started of undertaking to “u offices 
that had to be filled with honest and ca- 


pable men. The absence of the President 
and nearly all of his Cabinet stopped ap- 
pointments for a day or two, except in the 
Post Office Department, where First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Stevenson has 
been very busy among the fourth class 
Post Offices. 

Col. Switzler, Chief of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, in the quarterly report just made, 
shows that during the year ending June 
30, 1884, Great Britain and Ireland took 
nearly 53 per cent. of all merchandise ex- 
ported from the United States; Germany 
took more than 8 per cent.; France, near- 
ly 7 per cent. : Canada, about 5)4 per cent. ; 
Spain, 144 per cent.; Brazil and the British 
West Indies, about 1 per cent. each. Europe 
took nearly 79% per cent. of all our exvorts. 
South America received from our ports 
direct but little more than 4per cent., or 
about as much as Asia. Col. Switzler 
points out as suggestive the fact that while 
the population of the United Kingdom is 
only about 5,000,000 greater than that of 
South America, the value of the exports 
to the Umited Kingdom was about $350,- 
000,000 in excess of the exports to South 
America, and the value of the exports of 
manufactured articles to the United King- 
dom was upward of $33,000,000, or $15,000,- 
000 in excess of our exports of manufact- 
ures to the whole of South America.

ELECTED ON THE FIRST BALLOT BY THE 


CORNELL UNIVERSITY TRUSTEES. 

IrHAoA, N. Y., July 18.—Prof. Charles 
Kendall Adams was chosen President of Cornell 
University to-night by an almost unanimous 
vote of the Trustées. The selection was no sur- 
prise here, as it was known that a majority of 
the Trustees would favor Prof. Adams’s elec- 
tion. 

The attendance of Trustees was very full, 
many of the ex officio members being present. 
The meeting was organized by electing the 
Hon. Henry B. Lord Chairman pro tem 
in place of the Hon. Henry Sage. A res- 
olution was passed making the election of a 


President the order of the evening, after 
which the committee from the New-York 
Alumni Association was admitted. Mr. Franken- 
heimer, Chairman of the committee, stated 
the action of the New-York association in 
indorsing Gen. Francis A. Walker and their 
objections to Prof. Adams, which were his want 
of experience and reputation. He asked on 
behalf of the New-York association a delay of 
a few weeks in order that the matter might be 
fully discussed. 

The committee then retired, after which a 
resolution was offered that the question of 
electing President White’s successor be post- 
poned until September next. This resolution 
was warmly discussed and brought the sym- 
pathizers of Prof. Adams and Gen. Walker to 
the tront, 

Trustee Warner was the first speaker, and led 
the forces for Gen. Walker. He advocated a 
postponement in order to thoroughly canvass 
the situation, and _ especially to learn 
whether Gen. Walker would accept the Pres- 
idency_ of Cornell were it offered to 
him. He read a remarkably strong series of let- 
ters from all the leading college Presidents of 
the United States, the purport of which was 


decidedly in favor of Gen. Walker. With 
regard to the question as to whether 
Mr. Walker would accept the Presidency, 


Mr. Warner read extracts from a letter to him 
from an intimate friend of Mr. Waiker, in which 
the writer stated that he thought the General 
would accept ir requested. 

President White, in presenting the claims of 
the Michtgan Professor, made an elaborate ad- 
dress. He reviewed at length the intimate rela- 
tions which had existed between the Professor 
and himself during their college career, 
the admirable and extensive advance made 
by Mr. Adams in scholarship, the philos!:phic 
character of his works, the profundity of his 
learning, the judicious character of his historical 
conclusions, and his high standing as an author. 
He read many tributes received from Pro- 
fessors who had been connected with Prof. 
Adams asto his executive ability and his thor- 
ough and exhaustive knowledge of educational 
systems both in this country and in Eu- 
rope. He spoke of the qualities which 
Prof, Adams possessed as being of 
thut sterling and lasting kind which, 
although not, perhaps, so briiliant at first sieht 
as those which might be possessed by others, 
wouid yet tend to impress the board more and 
more witha proper conviction of his scholar- 
ship, executive ability, and wide range of edu- 
cational thought and experience. 

Mr. White stated that the subject of his suc- 
cessor was one to which he had given profound 
study and earnest attention for years, and that 
while be had in contemplation the names 
of many excellent gentlemen ag successors 
to himself; he yet returned’ invariably 
to that of Prof. Adams as the one who, taking 
him allin ali, was best adapted for the position 
of President of Cornell. So far as he was con- 
cerned, he continued, if he were called upon to 
vote he should vote for Prof. Adams as the 
most eligible man for the place. 

The question as to whether or not there should 
be a postponement of the election was then sub- 
mitted to the board, when it was decided almost 
unanimously that a President should be elected 
at this meeting. Upon the first ballot taken 
Prot. Adams was elected by a vote of 12 to 3.

THE PRODUCTION OF ‘‘ THE MIKADO” IN CHI- 
CAGO RUBBING THE WRONG WAY. 

CuicaGco, July 13.—Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
the composer of the music of ‘“ Patience,” 
* Pinafore,” and, last, of ** The Mikado,” was in 
the city to-day on his way to California. 
““There seems to be an endiess muddle about 
*The Mikado,’”’ a reporter said to him. 

Yes,” he answered, “and it is extremely an- 
noying to have it put on the way it must be here 
by this fellow Rosenfeld, who got ali he knows 
about Japanese customs, and everything eise 
about the opera, from a dollar score book. Why, 
do know in London the rehearsals lasted for 


eight weeks? We went to the Japanese village 
in London and brought the peopie to the theatre, 
so that the production was true down almost to 
the inimitable Japanese gestures. The produc- 
tion here must be a remarkable performance. 
indeed, for of ali the operas we have written 
‘The Mikado’ requires the most from costuming 
and scenery.” 

Mr. Suilivan spoke of the trouble over the 
production in this country of his last work: 
* When Mr, Gilbert and myself were ready,” he 
said, “for negotiation about ‘The Mikado,’ 
Mr. J. C. Duff and Mr. John Stetson came over 
to London to see us about the matter. We fa- 
vored Mr. Stetson because he had a theatre 
where the piece could run+if it made a success 
rather than Mr. Duff, who had but a sbort 
lease. We offered it to Mr. Stetson, but 
he haggled about tbe price and_ desired 
Lo sélect his own orchestra, something I insisted 
upon duing myself, or through my agent, which 
was thesame thing. He finally went away, but 
came back inafew days and asked us fora 
compromise. We told him it was too late, as 
we had in 


the meantime closed with Mr. 


Duff on the same terms we had offered 
him. He has since said the production 
of the piece in this country was public 


property, but if he believed tnis why did he 
come over and offer to pay us for it? They 
denounce the greed of Carte,my agent. It is 
not Carte—it is myself—who desires what belongs 
by right tome. This isa great country to take 
the work of autbors for nothing. I wouid like 
to have stopped off in Chicago two or three days 
and looked about, but this ‘Mikado’ you have 
here rubs the wrong way. I don’t wish to be 
avaricious, but I am not above money, and 
what I earn by my work I believe I ought to re- 
ceive.” 


DIGGING HIS OWN GRAVE. 
Dayton, Ohio, July 13.—Albert Hunt, a 
young man residing a short distance southeast 
of this city, has been seized with a peculiar 
mania, prompted by a feeling of despondency 


and remorse, to seek a burial place in a re- 


mote and unfrequented place. Obtaining a 
pick and shovel, he went to a spot near 
what is known as Seeley’s Ditch and began 
to die agrave. A holeé feet long, 2 feet wide 
and 8 feet deep now remains as a monu- 
ment to his intentions. While digging the grave 
William Nurrentrock inquired as to his pur- 
pose. Hunt answered that be was_ tired 
of life; that he was disheartened and de- 
termined to die and be buried immedi- 
ately. Thereupon he banded a lantern to Nur- 
renbrock and told him that he would give 
him his watch and $50 if he would hold the light 
until he (Hunt) shot himself and then would fill 
in his grave and place a board at the head in- 
scribed: ‘Here lies Aibert Hunt, who died of 
despondency.” Nurrenbrock refused and took 
immediate charge of the uninjured body and re- 
turned it to the parents, who lived on a tarm 
near by. 








THE PACKER HOSPITAL OPENED. 

EvLmira, N. Y., July 13.—The Robert A. 
Packer Hospital, at Sayre, Penn., was formally 
opened to-day. The hospital was named after 
the iate millionaire and President of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, Robert A. Packer. The build- 
ing was formerly the residence of Mr. Packer, 
who requested that after his death the building 
should not be used as a residence, but should be- 
come a public hospital. Just before Mr. Pack- 
er’s death a new wing was built to contain a 
state banauet hall. The building and grounds 
are estimated to be worth $250,000, and the hos- 
pital ward is probably the finest in the worid, 
The Packer family established the Lehigh Uni- 
versity, and has largely endowed St. Luke's 
Hospital at Bethlehem, Penn. A large crowd 
was in attendance at the dedication. The exer- 
cises were of an impressive character. 








CHARGED WITH BIGAMY. 
CurcaGo, July 13.—Frank Stinson and 
Stella Bohls are prisoners at the County Jail, 


charged by Stinson’s wife, who lives In Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., with living togethor as man and wife. 
Loth were taken before judge Shepard to-day 
ona writ of habeas corpus, praying for their 
reiease, on the ground that the marriage of 
Stinson and the woman ciaiming to be Mrs. 
Stinson was not proved. The vourt held that 
the marriage was not disproved, and remanded 
both prisoners to jail to await the action of the 
Grand Jury. 





PIANOS SEIZED FOR DUTY. 
MontrEaL, July 18.—The pianos which 
were being imported from the United States by 
officers: of the Royal Electric Light Company, 
wero seized to-day at Longueuil, as they had 


been entered as househoid effcots. One of the

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MR. BRUCE GETS UP EARLY 


BUT SHOOTS A BURGLAR INSTEAD 
OF TAKING A BATH. 

THE HOUSEBREAKER ESCAPES WITH TWo 
BULLETS IN HIS BODY AND LEAVES No 
CLUE BEHIND, 

James Bruce is a retired merchant of 
this city,an Englishman by birth, who lives 


with his wife and two female servants ina 
handsomely furnished four-story brownstone 





mansion at No. 46 East Thirty-fourth- 
street, three doors from Madison-avenue. 
Mr. Bruce is about 55 years old. Thir- 


teen years ago he purchased a Deringer 
revolver, with four chambers, carrying a big 
No. 42 cartridge, to protect himself from burg- 
lars. The gunsmith from whom he bought the 
weapon told him that it was exactly like the 
ono with which “Jim” Fisk was shot in the 
Grand Central Hotel a month or two before. 
Mr. Bruce has slept with this revolver under hig 
pillow every night since he purchased it, and a 
few years ago be added a keen hunting knife to 
bis arsenal. 

Untii yesterday morning he has never had any 
occasion to use eitner knife orrevolver. He 
thought he was going to be able to put his 
weapons to some use one night about three 
years ago, but was disappointed. On this occa- 
sion he heard a thief in the parlor about mid- 
night, and, taking the revolver, he crept cau- 
tiously down the stairs in his bare feet, attired 
inasingle brief undergarment. Just as he was 
peering Over the bannisters in the darkness, 
about half way down tie second flight, he lost 
his balance, and turned aseries of back somer- 
saults down into the ball, scaring his cat, which 
had created the noise in the parlor, into convul- 
sions, owing to the scantiness of his attire, the 
beast being able to seein the dark. 

On Sunday night Mr. Bruce retired. as usual, 
about midnight. His sleeping apartmentis on 
the third floor in the rear of the house, and Mrs. 
Bruce sleeps in a room that opens off the hali on 
the same fioor. Roth hal! doors are always left 
open at nigbt. Mr. Bruce's bed is placed’so that 
the head is between the hail door and the west 
window of the room,and there is a space oft 
about four feet between the bed and the win- 
dow. A door nextto the hall door opens inte 
his bathroom. Before retiring on Sunday night, 
as usual, he put his big revolver and his hunting 
knife under his pillow. He ‘arose about 
4 o’clock yesterday morning to take hig 
bath, the earliness of his ablutions be- 
ing due to the fact that his servunts are 
very apt on Monday mornings to draw 
so much water trom the tank on the roof for 
the family washing that there is not sufficient 
left to flllthe tub. Mr. Bruce proposed to break 
up this corner in water by filling nis tub before 
his handmaidens arose. The window curtains 
were drawn when he arose, but the day had al- 
ready broken outside, and there was sufficient 
light in the room for him to see very distinctly. 
He walked over to the bathroom and turned on 
the water, and while the tub was filling he went 
to the window opposite the head of his bed, and 
was just on the point of throwing it up when he 
caught sight of a man lying close along the edge 
of the bed on the floor, the bed being so low 
that there was not sufficient room to crawl un- 
Ger it. 

Mr. Bruce is aman of quick thought and 
steady nerve. He sprang over the man to his 
pillow and seized his Deringer from under it 
wailethe burglar was scrambling to. his feet. 
Pointing it directly at the burglar’s head, ata 
distance of not more than two feet he, asked 
sternly: 

* What the d—1 are you doing here?” 

“Don’t shoot!” cried the b.rglar with an 
oath, reaching quickly into his big pocket. * va 
got u pistol too,” 

With these words he sprang to his feet and 
presented something—Mr. Bruce is not positive 
whether or not it was a revolver—at the gentie- 
man’s head. Mr. Bruce only waited for this 
hostile demonstration to take action himself, 
and, standing not four feet from the man, he 
tired directly at his heart. The burgiar dropped 
his hands to his sides, and Mr. Bruce expected 
every moment to sce him fall. They stood thus 


facing each other for several moments, 
and Mr. Bruce had time to notice that 
the man was of swarthy complexion 
and wore no beard. He held his face down 


so that the gentleman could not distinguish 
whether there was any mustache, and he wore a 
dark sack suit, all of the same material. He 
seemed to be about 5 feet 6 inches in height, 
anda man of medium build. Mr. Bruce had 
time to mentally note all these details while the 
burgiar stood motionless before him. Neither 
uttered a word. Then the burglar moved siowly 
toward his antagonist, and as Mr. Bruce did uot 
wish to fire again, thinking that the thief must 
be badly injured from the effects of the first 
shot, he backed halt the width of the room be- 
fore him, still bolding the leveled revolver at bis 
head.

He had heard 
the mao pass the drawing room iioor, and there- 
tore Le went on down i..tothe iower nail,and was 
peering into the parlors when he heard a match 
struck in the basement. Before he could reach 
the kitchen the burgiar had opened the front 
basement door and the iron gate and escaped 


into the street. When Mr. Bruce ran out into 
the yard after him he was nowhere in sight. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Bruce bad arisen and rang two 
messenger alarms, which brought _two_ boys, 
who were sent for policemen. Mr. Bruce, 
aithough aimost positive that he had hit the 
burglar each time he fired at nim, thought that 
he must bave missed his aim, because it was in- 
credible that a man should be avie to escape 
with two 42-calibre butiets in his body. Whey 
the police came in, however, it was discovered 
that the bullets had not entered the wall, win. 
dow, or floor, and the conclusion was inevitable 
that they were lodged in the house breaker’s 
body 


Mr. Bruce put on his clothes and went over to 
the Twenty-ninth Precinct Police Station be- 
fore breakfast and reported the case. Detective 
Price was detuiled to look up the matter, and he 
went back with Mr. Bruce. “I want to bave 
this thing settled.” said. tnat gentleman, “* once 
and for all. Tnat burgiar has got two big 
bullets in him and he may be dying somewhere 


oetective Price was fnclined to doubt that the 
man had been hit, considering that be bad man- 
aged to escape, until he went through the 
premises. An examination, however, proved 
couciusively that he had carried away the bul. 
lets in hisbody. ‘“ There’s no doubt about it," 
said the detective. ‘* He went out of here about 
four ounces beavier than he came in.” 

The officer was able to trace readily the man- 
per of tbe burgiar’s entrance. He had climbed 
from the sidewalk over the iron fence tbat 
separates a little strip of grass from the side- 
wuik on the southeast corner of Madison-avenue 
and Thirty-fourth-street, and then descended 
into the yard of the corner house and gone over 
two more fences. Then he had turned to the 
right, broken down the ‘“‘cat teaser” of Mr, 
Price’s fence,and so got into the back yard of 
No. 46. Here he used a cellar grating to 
climb on to the woodsned roof, and 
then he opened the dining room window 
by breaking a pane of glass, putting his hand 
through, and turning the catch. Detective 
Price said that it was the work of a professional 
housebreaker, und a very skijitui one. Theonly 
articié@s of silver the thief found unsecured in 
the dining room were a silver spoon and a butter 
knife, and he had taken $s in money trom Mr. 
Bruce’s trousers. Detective Price said that the 
burglar was probably crawling about the floor 
on his hands and knees when Mr. Bruce got up 
and went to the bathtub, and had crouched 
down beside the bed when he beard him stirring. 

‘As every one knows, the first thingfa detective 
does in a criminal case is to tind a clue. De- 
tective Price could not find one, however. There 
were no marks of blocd in the room where the 
man had been shot, none on the stairs, 2nd none 
on the sidewalks or in the streets adjoining. 
“It would be vossible,” the deteecive said, “ for 
a man to get wo bad wounds and not bleed for 
some time,and then he migbt bieed and the 
blood be soaked up by his clothes. But he will 

robably go to a doctor or to some hospital to 

treated in any case. or iho may be tying dead, 
. or dying in his home, 
Waucord:ngly, Detective Pricefjreported the case 
to Superintendent Murray, and the following 
order was telegraphed to allthe police stations 
inthecity: “ Make careful inquiry at all hospi- 
tala, drug stores, and residences of vpbysicians 
and surgeons within your precinct if they treat- 
ed or bad application for treatment from a man 
suffering from a pistol shot wound since 4 
o'clock fois morning. : ; 
In pursuance of this order every doctor's 
office, drug store, and hospital in the city wad 
visited in the afternoon, but no one had seen or 
heard of the burglar with two bullets in bid 
body. Detective Price says he will fina his man 
if he is in the city, and Mr. Bruce congratulated 
himself that be could not bave put his fous 
ounces ot lead to a better use,

Supervisor Larkin knew nothing of the sup- 

posed ten-thousand-dollar check but what he 
had read in the newspapers. He had never 
spoken to Mr. Hopkins on the subject, had never 
said he had seen the check, nor had had any talk 
with Ripley Ropes. 
Robert Vint also did not know of any crooked 
transactions. He had offered asite of his own 
to the county. He wasshown Commissioner of 
Charities Reeves’s testimony thata gentieman had 
come to Reeves’s office and said if that site was 
taken there would be $4,000 forhim.

LAWLESSNESS IN TURKEY. 





The Constantinople correspondent of 
the London Simes telegraphed on June 30: ** The 
reports of the condition of insecurity in the 
country around Monastir are such as to cause 
considerable anxiety to the authorities. A few 
facts may serve to show the fearful state of 
anarchy and distress prevalent in that region. 
The renowned brigand chief Apcstolance, with 
@ numerous band of fierce followers, has made 
his appearance in the neighborhood of Kastorea, 
where he is carrying off the well-to-do pro- 
prietors and traders and exacting heavy 
ransoms for their release. The commander of 
the Third Army Corps at Monastir sent orders 
to the dommanders of the nearest garrisons 
to dispatch detachments of troops and surround 
the brigands. But the soldiers, not having been 
paid for eight months, could not resist the 
temptation to plunder the villages on their 
route, and committed all kinds of depredation. 
From Konitza as faras Janina the country is 
full of bangs of brigands, and the army is pow- 
eriess to afford adequate protection to the over- 
awed population. The vilayet of Salonica, up 
to the very gates of Salonica itself. is infested 
with brigands. Hassan Pasha, military com- 


mander of the Province, has had several 
engagements with them, losing a num- 
ber of his men, but without capturing 


any of the robbers. In the vilayet of Kossovo a 
similar condition of anarchy prevails. Loud 
complaints are made there against the Govern- 
or, the Finance Agent, and the Paymaster, it 
being alleged that they refuse to satisfy ali de- 
mands for payment of salaries unless a discount 
of 35 per cent. be allowed, and it is suspected 
that these authorities divide this unlawful profit. 
Selami Pasha, commander of the cavalry of the 
Third Army Corps, a brilliant officer, who dis- 
tinguished himself in the Jast war, was ordered 
to proceed to Mitrovitza and Pristina, to choose 
the strategical positions and to garrison them. 
After doing this he returned to headquarters. 
None of these ephemera! and spasmodic meas- 
ures of repression or defense can, however, 
avail while the ill advised financial system adopt- 
ed by the present Administration, under the 
leadership of Said Pasha, is continued. It con- 
sists in the concentration of all the revenue at 
Constantinople in the hands of the Grand Vizier, 
by whom orders for its distribution are 
issued. The Minister of Finance is thus re- 
duced to a mere cipher in the manavce- 
ment of the public Treasury. The _ inordi- 
nate wants of the capital for well known pur- 
poses are satisfied, and the high officials retain 
their power, while no thought is given to urgent 
provincial needs. The unfortunate local Goy- 
ernors consequently shift as be-t they can, being 
well aware that any complaint would be follow. d 
by dismissal. The Sultan is possibly in ignorance 
of this deplorable state of things. But through- 
out his empire the misery and discontent of the 
people have reached such a pitch that unless 
speedy and general reform be forthcoming de- 
plorable results will assuredly be witnessed.” 





TROUBLE IN HONDURAS.

TACK PUERTO CORTEZ. 

New-Or.EAns, July 13.—The steamships 
City of Dallas and 8. Oteri, engaged in the Hon- 
duras fruit trade, were due here last Saturday. 
Their non-arrival gave rise to numerous sen- 
sational rumors. At the office of theagent it was 
said that no disaster or forcible detention was an- 
ticipated. The delay was attributed to the scarc-- 
ity of laborers at Honduras at present on account? 
of the agitation there. The E. B. Ward, Jr., 
another steamship of the Oteri Line, arrived 
this morning. Her purser, Manuel Miangolarra,. 
said the weather had been splendid, and there 


was no danger from that source, The Ward 
only wert down to Port Cortez on this trip. 
The ony of Dallas was seen there at 9 o’clock on 
the night of July 4, and the watch said she 
sailed at 3 o’clock the next morning. He sup- 
posed the trouble was that the laborers were 
mustered in as soldiers. 

At Puerto Cortez the gurrison has been in- 
creased by 200 men,and three guns mounted. 
There are one 24-pounder and two 8-pounders. 
There are similar preparations madeat the other 
Honduran ports. It was stuted that the ground 
for alarm was the report that the ship Hortense, 
a three-master, square rigged, with acrew of 
filibusters, was to attack the port of Puerto 
Cortez. The vessel was supposed to be from New- 
York,and her fitting out is attributed to political 
causes. On the way down, nearing Cape San 
Antonio, the Ward met a three-master, square 
rigged. This wason the nightof July 2. An 
hour afterward a steamship passed, going the 
same course to the westward. Their non-ap- 
pearance at Puerto Cortez is supposed to be be- 
cause their destination is Hast Mageres, a small 
Mexican port, where the filibusters are said to 
be rendezvousing. 

The Oterl was reported at South Pass to-night, 
and will doubtless bring late news of the aileged 
filibustering.

kMETHODS. BY’ WHICH HE SEEKS TO - CATOH: 
THRE: PRACTICAL POLITICIANS, 


Auzany, N. Y., July 18,—Gov. Hili re- 
turned from Saratoga to-day satisfied that his 
show trip had been.a success, politically as well 
as socially, He was in.conference at the Grand 
Union Hotel last evening nearly three hours 
with:the Hon..George Raines,.of Rochester, and 
reached, it is given out, an understanding by 
which harmony can be restored between the 
warring Raines and Purcell factions in Monroe 
County,and all hands join in the Hill move- 


ment. The silver tongued Raines is so anxious 
to get a place on the Democatic State ticket 
either as Lieutenant-Governor or Controller that 
he 1s willing to bury the hatchet if the Govern- 
or’s crowd will help him to gratify his ambition. 
Mr. Hill, on his side, is hunting for combina- 
tions which will bring him votes to help his 
nomination for the office he now accidentally 
occupies. Much of his time nowadays is given 
up to political manoeuvres, In his recent visits 
to New-York, Brooklyn, Oneonta, New-Paltz, 
Peekskill, and other places he has not missed a 
point. He talks to the Democrats whom he 
meets as practical politicians. Although advo- 
cating civilservice reform in his public utter- 
ances, he knows his strength as a candidate is 
that he is reauraea as a practical politician 
and not a reformer. On this ground he 
hopes to rally around him the old 
workers in the Democratic ranks who are 
disgusted or disappointed with President Cleve- 
land’s course and appointments, He believes 
that many influential Democrats are secretly 
opposed to the inethods of the National Admin- 
istration and would gladly support and old- 
fashioned Democrat like himself if there were 
any certainty that he could win the fight in the 
convention. To advance his cause he is endeay- 
oring to establish friendly relations with the 
local bosses. He thinks he has already captured 
nearly all the pronounced anti-Cleveland ele- 
ment of former years, and hopes to make his 
following so strong by the accession of 
a few notable former Cleveland men that 
the Administration will hardly dare make issue 
with him. The Governor's friends assert that 
Mr, Flower will not oppose him. Tammany 
Hall is favorable. Boss McLaughlin is ready to 
“take a whack’? at the reformers. Jimmy 
O’Brien is solid. Ex-Mayor Edward Murphy, of 
Troy, is working on the quiet, Monroe has 
been bagged by the reunion of Raines and 
Purcell. Ulster County bas been fixed. The 
Schoharie mossbacks are all right. Pipe has 
been lJaid in Syracuse. Hubert O. Thompson is 
not unfriendly. Will Smith and Smith Weed 
are ready to jump if success seems probable, and 
even Mr. Tilden is declared to nod approval of 
the scheme. 
If his Excellency can play all these wires in 
harmony, he will provea bigger man than the 
ublic credit him with being. He is conducting 
his campaign on the idea that politics is a practi- 
cal business where the principle of give and 
take wins. On this theory heis trying to make 
combinations all over the State for the nomina- 
tion a practical politicians’ ticket. Of the 
present Officers Attorney-General O’Brien and 
reasurer Maxwellare to be retained, if they 
want nominations and do not antagonize 
Mr. Hill. Controller Chapin is to be 
**dumped:” he becomes more frigid and unpop- 
ular with the politicians the longer he is in office.

SOCIALIST GARSUCH ARRESTED, 











HE MAKES AN INCENDIARY SPEECH TO 
STRIKERS IN CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, July 13.—The strike took a 
very sensational turn to-day in the arrest of 
Garsuch, the noted Socialist, of Chicago. Gar- 
such is editor of the Socialistic paper called the 
Alarm, and reached the city yesterday morning. 
Several of the local leaders, at whose suggestion 
he had come, organized a mecting among the 
English, Scotch, Welsh, and Irish strikers. The 


meeting Was called for this afternoon, and at 2 
o’clock nearly 1,500 strikers and their sympa- 
thizers met in the Town Hall at Newburg. Gar- 
such was introduced, and met with hearty ap- 

lause. He made a speech the like of which 
Sas never been heard in this city. 

In the course of his remarks Garsuch said: 
* Men, you are battling ina noble cause, and I 
hope you will succeed. I trust that your efforts 
against the mill bosses will result in either the 
destruction of their property or the raising of 
your wages. You ought to fight. Destroy every- 
thing unless your aims are accomplished. You 
were not born to starve. Society and wealth 
makes war upon you,and you should declare 
war upon wealth. Down with the aristocrats, 
That resounded throughout Europe once, and 
made the rich and oppressors of the poor tremble 
with terror. Up in Chicago we have just 
gone through a strike and been success- 
ful, but it was only by force and 
war that we were oble to wring anything from 
the rich and bloated bondholders. Empioy 
everything in your power. Dynamite is the 
greatest and most effective friend of the poor. 
Place cartridges under the buildings and blow 
them up. I have here a small and seemingly 
harmless little instrument, (holding up a small 
giass bottle.) In this little bottle enough dyna- 
mite can be placed to blow to pieces the strong- 
est building. Now, what Il want you todo is to 
take anumber of these little instruments, fill 
them with dynamite, and place them upon the 
street car track, When the wheels of the cara 
touch them they will explode and blow the car 
to pieces. This willinterrupt travel and people 
will begin to dread you.” 

At this juncture several police officers who 
were inthe crowd, dressed in citizen’s clothes, 
made a dash for the speaker and placed him 
under arrest. He was taken through the crowd, 
no effort of any kind being made to rescue him. 
He was then shackled and put aboarda Broad- 
way car, crowded with police officers, and 
brought to the Central Station. Papers are 
already prepared charging him with inoiting 
riot and for conspiracy, and in all probability 
he will geta chance to visit the pénitentiary. 
The meeting broke up immediately after Gar- 
such’s arrest, the men going quietly to their 
homes. There was no disturbance whatever in 
the Polish or Bohemian settlements, 








OPENING THE TRAILS. 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—Inspector Arm- 
strong has succeeded in carrying out his instruc- 
tions to open up the cattle trails through the In- 
dian Territory. He telegraphed Secretary 
Lamar this morning that all differences between 
the drovers and ranchmen have been settled, 


and that cattle from Texas are now moving 
northward without obstruction. He says: 
“The herds stopped onthe public land strip 
have been notified to moveon. I think the 
trouble will cease, but it would be well to have 
a Special Agent of the Interior Department 
visit that section. There will be no trouble on 
the Indian reservations, but only on the public 
land north of the Pan Handle, where occupants 
have no right to be. The cattle were stopped on 
the strip by the United States authorities from 
Kansas. A Special Agent should besent to go 
with herds over the trail to the State line.” 


Doper Orry, Kan., July 13.—The cases of 
the Texas drovers Blocker and Woodley, ar- 
rested for attempiing to drive Texas cattle over 
the Cherokee strip of leased land, have been con- 
tinued until Aue.

A WIFE TORTURED TO DEATH. 
RicHMOND, Va., July 13.—There has been 
considerable excitement for several days past in 
Henry County, in the vicinity of Martinsville, 
over the mystery involved in thedeath of Mrs. 


G. L. Stone, who was found dead last Monday. 
Suspicion of foul play being aroused, the body 
was exhumed and a Coroner’s investigation 
begun. An autopsy showed that the wom- 
an had been in a_ perfectly healthy 
condition. A large number of witnesses were 
examined, and on Saturday the Coroner’s jury 
rendered a verdict that Mrs. Stone came to her 
death from cruel and brutal treatment at the 
hands of her husband and his father, G. L. Stone 
Sr. Both father aud son have been committed 
to jail toawait tne action of the Grand Jury.

THE MINNIE COOK DISASTER, 


—_—o—— 
‘FOUR OF THE BODIES . RECOVERED—DIV-" 


ERS SEARCHING FOR’ THE OTHERS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 18.—The first 
evidence of disaster fromthe storm yesterday 
at Lake Minnetonka was found in pieces of 
‘trimming from the Minnie Cook-which floated 
inon the waves at the east shoreof Weyzata 
Bay. Large boats wentin search of thoill-fated 
little craft, but no further traceof her could 
be found. , It was at last determined that she 
had sunk, and that the 10 passengers—ex-Mayor 
Randand party—who embarked on their peril- 
ous journey in such happy spirits had perished. 
Later a boatman named James Carroll, who had 
succeeded in weathering the tornado ina yaw], 
appeared on the beach dragging his craft 
after him. When he had recovered sufficiently 
from his fright and exhaustion to speak 
coherently he told of having passed the Minnie 


Cook just before the squall struck the bay. He 
thought the party had observed the danger, and 
was certain that Engineer Macdonald had turned 
the yacht from her course into the bay. The 
next moment Carroll’s boat was raised heaven- 
ward as if lifted out of the water by some super- 
human agency, and then he was enveloped in 
spray. Soon afterward he heard a shriek like that 
of a woman in distress, and looking off throug® 
the almost blinding mist to the spot where the 
yacht was a moment hefore floating, nothing 
was to be seen but the white caps and the waves 
rolling mountain high. He is sure the shriek 
he heard was that of Mrs. Rand, and _ that the 
Minnie Cook at that instant capsized. For safety 
he fell into the bottom of his yawl and there re- 
mained until the squall had passed. 

The following is a complete list of the passen- 
gers on the yacht: Ex-Mayor Rand, aged 56 
years; Mrs, Rand, aged 60; Mary Rand, aged 16, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Rand; Harvey Rand, 

18, their son: Frank Rand, aged 18, a 
nephew of Mr. Rand; J. HK. Coykendall, 
aged 85; Mrs, Coykendall, aged 27; Kate Coy- 
kendall, aged 4, their daughter; Snatnoet George 
Macdonald, and Robert Hussy, aged 10, employed 
on the yacht. The hodies ot Mrs. Rand and En- 
gineer Macdonald were recovered and brought 
to Minneapolis by special train. Although the 
storm was of brief duration, it is impossible to 
tellas yet whether the actual extent of the loss 
of life and property has been fully ascertained. 

St. Paun, July 13.—Divers and a large 
force of men have been engaged all day recover- 
ing the bodies of the 10 people drowned in Lake 
Minnetonka last ores, In addition to the 
bodies of Mrs.and Miss Rand, recovered this 
morning, the body of Katie Coykendall has 
been found clinging to a seat in the boat, 
which was found lying in the mud_ under 
60 feet of water. Frank Rand’s body was 
brought up by grappling hooks about 100 yards 
from the wreck. The divers report no more 
bodies in or about the boat, and say they can do 
no more on account of the deep mud, into 
which they sink unless they cling to the 
boat. The programme now is to try dynamite 
and cannon firing over the surtace of the 
lake. Capt. Burwell, in charge of the divers, 
has asked for artillery from Fort Snelling. It 
is proposed to use these to-night by the aid of 
big steamers and electric lights. Searching par- 
ties wiil work all night for fear the bodies will 
soon be buried beyond recovery under the mud- 
drifted in by the strong current.

Owners of steam yachts expect that.this race 
will result in a remarkable showing of speed on 
the part of two or three of the yachts.

Herreshoff has entered two boats, the Stiletto, 
and the Lucile, and he makes no attempt to con- 
ceal his belief that the Stiletto will carry off the 
honors of the race. There aresome members of 
the American Yacht Club who think that Jay 
Gould’s Atalanta will prove to be a 
better boat for a 90-mile race than Mr. 
Herreshoff’s smaller crafts. The Messrs, Cramp, 
of Philadelphia, have entered their new iron 
steam yacht, which they think will show itself to 
be the fastest boat in the world. It made a trial 
trip a few days ago, and traveled 18 knots an 
hour. This boat will start from Philadelphia for 
this city to-day. One ot the Messrs, Cramp said 
yesterday: ‘1 am afraid we will not be allowed 
to compete in the race because our new yacht 
carries 160 poene of steam, and no yacht carry- 
ing more than 125 pounds of steam will be en- 
tered for that contest. Our boat will, however, 
go along with the race.” 

Samuel J. Tilden has not entered his yacht 
Viking for this cruise. John Roach was asked 
to speed the Yosemite against the other fast 
boats, but be telegraphed yesterday that he 
could not get his yacht ready intime. The Re- 
gatta Committee will issue a circular to-day de- 
fining the course and the conditions of the race 
from Larchmont to New-London. Entries will 
be received up to this evening. These entries 
do not include the yachts under 50 feet jong, 
which will race from New-London to Shelter 
Island. Such boats are requested to send their 
entries to the flagship of the fleets:up to the 
night preceding the race. 

The large yachts will rendezvous at Larch- 
mont to-morrow night. It is expected that pools 
on the result of the contest will be soldin a quiet 
way at Larchmont. The silver cups—nine in 
number—which have been offered as prizes are 
nearly finished, and some of themare very hand- 
some. They cost, respectively, from $100 to 
$500. The start in the race for New-London will. 
be made just before noon on Thursday. 





FAILURES IN BUSINESS.

NO-STRIKE CONTEMPLATED. 

Both the officials and employes of the 
Broadway-and Seventh-Avenue Street Railway 
said lastevening that nostrike had been cop- 
templated. The officials said that they bad in- 
creased the-pay of both conductors and drivers 


from $2 to $2 25 per day because of the increased 
travel on the new Broadway line. The conduct- 
orssaid that on the old University route they 
made eight trips a day; now they make seven, 
while 25 cents a day had been added to 
their wages. But the _ traffic was so 
heavy and so many ladies patronized 
the road that the cars were from 15 minutes to 
an hour behind time. The men had to work 
from 14 to 18 hours a day. On the old 
University cars each conductor’s receipts 
averaged $20 a days now the average 
is $40 a day, but often the receipts 
for the day reach $80, while a single trip 
gives the company more money than was fre- 
quently taken in during a whole day and even- 
jog onthe University route. The drivers said 
he company ought to reduce a day’s work to 
six trips.

NEwW-HAVEN, July 13.—Canker worms 
ruined many of the orchards in Fairfield and 


Litchfield Counties last Spring. The pest disap- 
peared ahd the trees are now beginning to put 
forth new leaves. The apple crop throughout 
the infected district is, of course, gone.

PROGRESS OF THE STRIKES IN 


VARIOUS SECTIONS: 
PINKERTON’S MEN AND STATE TROOPS ON 
DUTY AT EAST SAGINAW—A SETTLE- 
MENT IN PHILADELPHIA. 

East Sacinaw, Mich., July 13.—Forty- 
six of Pinkerton’s men are stationed on this side 
of the river and 87 in Saginaw City. Seventeen 
more wil! arrive to-morrow. Both military 
companies are under arms. Representative 
Barry, leader of the strikers, stated in the po- 
lice station to-day that unless the Pinkerton 
men were removed he would not be responsible 
for good order. Barnard is endeavoring to col- 
lect a crew to start up his mill, but, while the 
men are willing to work, they are afraid of the 
strikers using violence against them while going 
to and from their homes. The Mayor is- 
sued a prociamation this morning in which 
he states that he has called upon the State and 
county authorities for aid, and that he believes 
fiople preparations have been made to insure 
the safety of property. A similar proclamation 
has been issued by the Mayor of Saginaw City. 
it is reported that three companies of the State 
troops, witha Gatling gun, have been ordered 
to come here. The strikers have threatened to 
seize the water works and shut off the supply, 
and a force of men armed with rifles has been 
sent to protect the works. The strikers are 
greatly incensed at the steps taxen by the au- 
thorities and the presence of armed Getectives. 
A large number of special policemen have been 
sworn in and all gatherings on the streets have 
been prohibited. Atameecting of the strikers 
this forenoon State Representative Barry made 
an ipcendiary speech and caused to be issued a 
circular boycotting the Courier, which, while 


conceding the right of the men to strike, has de- 
nounced ali acts of violence and criticised the 
authorities for not having acted more promptly. 
Jt is beiieved that there isan ample force now 
in the two cities to preserve order, 
PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—The last point 
at issue in the long strike of the weavers in the 
Falls of Schuylkill mili district has been finaliy 
adjusted, und this morning all hands resumed 
work. Mostof tne strikers were in the employ 
of John and James Dobson. The trouble started 
in Kensington six months ago. Following the 
example of the carpet weavers there the Dob- 
sons’ weavers objected to 1 cent u yard reduc- 
tion and jeft their looms. After five months 
the difficulty was settled. They had scarcely 
resumed work before they again struck, and, 
while out, were joined by the cloth weavers, 
who insisted upon a restoration of wages. The 
blanket weavers were also idle at the same 
time. For a time there was great distress 
among the unemployed. Gradually the firm 
took the hands back, notas a body, however, 
for they declined to treat with them as Knights 


of Labor, but as individnals, and in every cases 


the employe received an increase of wages. The 
average increase in the blanket mill and cloth 
mills was 10 per cent. 

MERIDEN, Conn., July 13.—Carpenter 
Brothers, of New-York, run a large quarry 
north of this city, and employ 300 Poles, Hun- 
garians, and Italians, who have been getting 
$110 per day. ‘This morning they struck for 
$1 50 per day, and were refused. Twenty of the 
Italians commenced work, when 250 strikers, 
armed with clubs and stones, drove them off. 
The toreman, with revoivers, succeeded in hold- 
ing back the strikers until help arrived from 
this city. At noonthe quarries were being pa- 
trolled by special officers, and the owners had 
arrived on the scene. They will not accede to 
the request of the strikers, and notified them 
that uniess they resume 500 Hungarians will be 
brought from New-York at once. he strikers 
are suilen and defiant, and fears are entertained 
that if help is brought from New-York trouble 
willensue. Thestrikersare ignorant and brutal, 
and are very much addicted to drink. Eight or 
ten tons of dynamite are stored in the quarries, 
and will be guarded day and night until peace is 
restored. 

Cuicaco, July 13.—All the brickyards 
on the north and northwest sides reduced the 
wages of their men 624% cents per day last Au- 
gust. The south and southwest sides yards con- 
tinued to pay the old wages until the present 
time. Finding that they could not compete 
with the former at the ruling rate of wages 
many of the latter have shut down. There is no 
reduction of wages and no strike—simply a 
shutdown. The:yards which have shut down 
are almost entireiy the makers of ** mud bricks” 
—that is, those who do not use the Chambers 
machine. Some of the yards shut down on Fri- 
day, some on Saturday, and some this morning, 
Probably not more than 1,000 men at the most 
are thrown out of employment. 


PirtsspuRG, Penn., July 13.—The em- 
ployes of the National Tube Works Company, 
at McKeesport, have made a demand for 10 per 
cent. advance in wages, and threaten to strike 
if the increase isnot conceded. After holding a 
consultation the workmen decided to continue 
work until the return of the general manager 
of the company from New-York, when it is ex- 
pected the advance will be granted. The com- 


papvy, which is a non-union’ one,employs over:

Kansas City, Mo., July 18—In the

M. DE LESSEPS ON EGYPT. 
Paris Correspondence of the London Daily News. 
I have met M.:de Lesseps at adinner 
given in compliment to M, Alessandri, the newly 
appointed Roumanian, Minister, and had some 


conversation with him. He expressed deep re-. 


gret at even the temporary retirement of Mr. 
Gladstone, which he considered a misfortune at 
this juncture of European affairs. ‘*Then,"’ he 
pdded, *“*I am hardly less sorry that Sir Stafford 
Northcote, the most fair, sensible, unprejudiced, 
and on the whole the best member of the Tory 
Party, should be shelved in the Lords, where he 
will have no direct action-on the policy of the 
new Cabinet.” M.de Lesseps, usually so opti- 
mist, thought the European outlook caused by 
Egypt depressing. He blamed those French 
statesmen who were given on two occasions by 
Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet opportunities to heal 
‘the Egyptian open sore for not having jumped 
at it.as much as he censured our ex-Liberal 
Ministry tor having let themselves be drawn 
into countenancing Admiral Seymour’s action 
at Alexandria. The world needed peace, and 
England and France @ad never had _ better 
reason than now to hola well together. ‘* But I 
see that owing to Egypt,” he added, “they are 
certain to quarrel if the English do not come 
away. An Angio-French war isnot imminent, 
but it is becoming inevitable.” 
“What,” I asked, “* would be the hest diplo- 
matic step for keeping out such a catastrophe?” 
“To return,” he replied, **to the arrangement 
of 1841. It was made against France to detach 
Byria from Egypt. But France came 
into if on condition that Mehemet Ali's 
family were to reign perpetually as Vice- 
roys over Egypt, and according to the 
Mobammedan order of succession. Thus the 
eldest member of the family, and not the eldest 
pon of the Prince whose death had caused a va- 
cancy, was to succeed. This was an excellent 
rule, inasmuch as it secured the sovereignty to 
the man who had the widest experience of life 
and was not strongly prejudiced in favor of the 
administrative acts of his predecessor. Besides 
being based on the Koran it is revered by all 
Moslems. Ismail’s departure from this law was 
the remote cause of all the disturbance in the 
countries along the Nile. Were it returned to 
all rivairies would cease between Mehemet’s 
descendants.” 





RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 
OTTAWA, July 13.—On motion in the 


House of Commons to go into supply this after- 
uoon, Mr. Weldon moved as an amendment the 
consideration of the fishery question. He charged 
the Government with dereliction of duty in de- 
laying negotiations with the view to securing a 
new treaty. Two years ago Congress had de- 
cided to terminate the old treaty, but no steps 
were taken by the Dominion Government to 


arrange for its renewal or secure a new treaty. 
He spoke at considerable length, showing tne 
great joss that would accrue to Canadian fisher- 
men by recent arrangements entered into with 
the United States Government, by which all fish 

oing into that country would have to pay 

eavy duty, while Americans were allowed to 
fish in Canadian waters without paying anything 
for the privilege. Sir Jotn Macdonald charged 
Mr. Weldon and other members of the Opposi- 
tion who had spoken on the fishery question this 
session with having placed in the hands of the 
Americans information which would sefiously 
prejudice_any future negotiations for a new 
treaty. Hesaid that having sounded both Biaine 
and Frelinghuysen while they were in the United 
States Government on the question of opening 
negotiations fora new treaty, they had found 
them voth hostile and bitterly opposed to either 
arranging a new fishery treaty or extend- 
ing the commercial relations between the 
United States’ and Canaia. For this reason 
he had put off doing anything further until the 
recent change of Government, whenhe through 
the British Minister at Washington, acvertained 
that not only was President Cleveland anxious to 
tome to some understanding in relation to the 
fisheries, but was also desirous that there should 
be somé broad Commercial treaty arranged by 
which the products could bé advantageously ex- 
changed. He felt assured that so soon asthe 
matter had been fairly laid before Congress the 
necessary legislation would be passed which 
would enable the Secretary of State to open ne- 
gotiations on the subject of general reciprocity

THE WORK OF HESSIAN FLIES. 


Sssniaigctphaes 
FURTHER REPORTS OF DESTRUCTION OF 
WHEAT FIELDS IN WESTERN NEW-YORK. 

PautmyRa, N. Y., July 13.—The first pub- 
lished reports of the ravages in the grain by 


the Hessian fiy underestimated the extent of | 


theruin. It has been found during the past few 
days that the pest has destroyed thousands more 
bushels of wheat than was at first believed, and 
that many fields which were thought to have 
been only slightly injured have been so com- 
pletely devastated that they will not produce 
even a bushel of wheat. The most serious ray- 
ages seem to have been made in the fields of 
smail farmers, who Have invested nearly all 
their capital in the production of wheat, and 
now that they have lost their crops will without 
doubt fail to meet their financial obligations 
and lose theirfarms. Hundreds of farmers in this 
position are utterly disheartened at the gloomy 
prospect before them, and propose removing to 
the West if they have money ehough next 
Spring. Among the larger and older farmers 
there are also some very heavy losses in grain, 
but they will be better able to stand the ruin of 
their crops. 

Several agricultural experts from Elmira and 
Albany have been in Wayne County for afew 
days and have devoted their attention tothe 
work of the Hessian fly in the towns of Arcadia, 


Lyons, Rose, and Galen. The leader of the party 
is Prot. James Wilson, of Albany. The party is 
employed by the Grange to make a thorough ex- 
amination of the ruined districts and to makea 
report of their investigations for the benefit of 
American agriculturists. Prof. Wilson states 
that he has during the vast 20 years visited hun- 
dreds of localities where the Hessian fiy has 
made an extensive destruction of the wheat crop, 
but has never seen such complete ruin by it as 
in Wayne County. He believes it will be several 
years before the pest is exterminated from the 
affected districts. 

In South Arcadia the ravages by the pest have 
been aimost as great asin Arcadia, mentioned 
last week. The farmers there were congratu- 
lating themselves upon their apparent escape 
from the destruction of their crops by the pest. 
To-day their fields present ascene of ruin. Some 
instances of the remarkable rapidity with which 
the Hessian fly has worked in this county may 
be found there. One field of 48 acres, belonging 
to James Macintosh, and famous for its produc- 
tiveness for grain, promised an unusually abun- 
dant crop this season early last week. It was at- 
tacked a day or two later, and ef it is esti- 
mated that not 15 bushels of grain will be gath- 
ered from it. The wheat plants have been at- 
tacked at the first joint by the flies, and are 
lying upon the ground and rotting. The party 
of agricultural experts who have been examin- 
ing the ruined wheat fields here unite in the 
opinion that the first estimates ot the amount 
of the loss by the pest are much too small. They 
have placed the total amount of devastation at 
about $260,000, or $J30,000 more than was at first 
estimated. 

The most recent reports of ravages by the 
Hessian fly come from North Lyons, Fairville, 
and a part of the town of Sodus, and the farm- 
ers there are terrified at the rapid advances of 
the pest upontheirlands. Yesterday there came 

‘the information that there were but four fields 
ot wheat in the vicinity of Fairville which had 
not been attacked, 

The Hessian fiy has been carefully examined 
by a number of entomologists who have spent 
several days in going over the injured wheat 
fields. J. Philip Ryder, an entomologist from 
Haryard College, pronounces the fly one of a 
new species of which he has known nothing 
similar in America. The flies are far more de- 
structive and reproductive than the common 
Hessian fly. Mr. Ryder says that the fy. unless 
soon exterminated will ruin the whole wheat 
crop in Centraland Western New-York in less 
than three years. The body of the insect is one- 
eighth of an inch long, with an expanse of 
wing, and isa tenth of an inch wider than the 
common He$sian fly. The head is brown,and the 
antene, feet, and thorax are jet black—colors 
somewhat different from the common pest. The 
legs of the new insect are long and slender, while 
its proboscs is particularly long and strong. The 
fiy generally matures two broods in a season, 
and the transformation from the larva to full 
form are far more rapid than with the common 
Hessian fly. Mr. Ryder states that the method 
for thoroughly exterminating the fly is to burn 
“ the stubble on fields which have been attackea 

y it. 


NOT MR. STETSON’S OX GORED. 








HE’ WILL LET THE COURTS SETTLE THE

Several persons have announced their in- 
tention to present Gilbert and Sullivan's latest 
operetta, ‘The Mikado,” but Mr. John Stetson 
is the only’ American manager who has con- 


tracted with the author and composer to pay 
royalty. This act of Mr. Stetson’s has singled 
him out for attack by the partisans of those who 
contest the right of Gilbert and Sullivan to de- 
mand any royalty whatever, and he has been ac- 
cused of pirating the work of foreign dramatic 
writers. In answer he has sent the following 
letter to the Dramatic Times of this city: 


BOSTON, July 10, 1885. 

DEAR Srn: In the columns of your paper, dated 
July 11, I have read an article headed “ Whose Ox is 
Gored?” stating that my attitude is the “ funny feature” 
of the present “ ‘{Mikado’ controversy.” I think others 
will ascertain sooner than myself where the laugh 
really comes in, Your articie states that I am crying 
“ Stop thiet |’ at every corner, and that 1 am worked up 
to a vert, high pitch of fury, Excuse me, l’m not 
yelling “Stop thief |’ this weather, and, instead of be- 
ingworked up to a high — of fury, | am quietly de- 
voting my daysto repairs on the Globe Theatre, (no 
advertisement intended.) enjoying three meals a day, 
with the appropriate fiuid accompaniments, and em- 
ploying my evenings in pleasant drives in the sub- 
urbs. You’re wrong; I’m in no fury or ferment, 
but in the calmest frame of mind_ possible, 
content with what success I’ve had, in no, 
wise worried by the present situation, nor lacking in 
conti of success in the approaching season. ‘The 
thorns yQu findin Mr. Stetson’s side only occasion pain 
to you; i'm not sensible of their presence. No “ bee 
of thea#trical management” buzzes in my bonnet un- 
less I Gam make of the bew a honey makerand money 
maker. I demur to your pyr that I have ever 
lacked just ana proper regard for the rights of others 
orthat Ihave appropriated to myself in theatrical 
management anything whatsoever not bélonging to 
me. I owe no man a dollar, and if I’ve ever erred in 
maDagement it has been onthe side of paying too liber- 
ally for both plays and players. 

Now, to thecases you cite as in point. Two years ago 
I received acopy of “Storm Beaten?’ for which I 
paid. When 1 became satisfied that my production of 
the piece was an infringement of the just rights of an- 
other manager, I recognized the ro ap! of his claims 
ana shelved the piece. You state the case falsely. [ 
informed Mr. Sheridan Shook, through Mr. KF. G. Gil- 
more, that in recognition of his rights { should not do 
the play. You are pleased to state that | have pro- 
duced the “Pirates of Penzance,” “ Pinafore,” and 
* Patience” in my theatres, “without ever dreaming 
of paying therefor.” Mr. Horace Greeley, under 
such< provocation as you give, would have au- 
swered you: “Villain, you lie, and should 
know you lie.” I never produced a Gilbert and Sullivan 
composition without paying royalty for it, and the 
payment of royalties in full for every performance of 
the productions you name is attested by the receipts of 
Mr. R. D’Oyly Carte in my hands, and opeh to your ex- 
amination. I lost $20,000 on “Princess Ida” by the 
same suuthor and composer, but they received every 

enny of theif royalties. As to the‘ Babes in the 
Woods.” tomy use of which you make reference, let 
me say that if say pony can show me a legal title to 
royalty in that piéce I stand ready to settle for every 
performance of it l’ve given. 

Now, in regard to “‘The Mikado,” I believe it to be 
the sole property of Mr. R. D’Uyly Carté, and, without 
regard to his nationality, I shall fully acknowledge his 
rights. I may have my shortcomings in theatrical 
management, of which the public is the best judge, but 
I have neyer stolen anybody's property, and never in- 
tendto. If I can't afford to puy a thing I don’t pro- 
pose to steal it andtryto defend myself Jiké a thief 
who takes réfuge in Canada, and insists that though 
he is a thief he can’t legally be extradited and pun- 
ished. When you ask “Whose ox is gored?’ 
answer, “Not mine.”  Howeyer ‘*The Mikado” 
controvetsy may terminate the opinion I enter- 
tain as to piracy of lays will be unchanged, 
and my only feeling will bethat of regret that men

CurcaGo, July 13.—In reviewing its semi- 
monthly crop returns the Farmers’ Review to- 
morrow Willsay: ‘Since our last crop report 
the Winter wheat harvest has so far progressed 
as to remove any doubt of the outcome of this 
crop. Few recent reports show any improve- 
ment, and many show stillfurther depreciation 
from former reports.

The area is 
somewhat less than last yéar, and while giving 
unusual promise in some sections is reported 
thin and weedy in others. With favorable 
weather until barvested it will mal} a good 
crop, but will not, as we think, — hip to the 
estimates made by some parties. e gee nO 
reason to change our estimate of Jt ne 1, that 
the total wheat crop of this year will 1 pt exceed 

30,000,000 bushels. 

“The corn crop is holding its own well, and 
promises a full average crop. Oats promise, 
owing to increased acreage and fairly g00d con- 
dition. the larg:¢st crop ever harvested in this 
country, and the hay crop will not fall short of 
the average. Outside of Winter wheat the ctop 
outiook is encouraging.”

NEW-HAVEN PEOPLE EXCITED. 
_——_ 
AN EARLY CLOSING MOVEMENT AND A BOY- 
COTTING PROPOSITION. 

New-Haven, July 13.—This town is never 
so happy as when it is perfectly miserable. Just 
now it is agitated over momentous questiouis in- 
voived in an early closing movement. All the 
dry goods stores in the main part of the city ex- 
cept one have agreed to relieve their clerks of 
evening work. The exception is the establish- 
ment of Bolton & Neely, successors to Edward 
Malley, whose son Walter figured as the sweet- 
heart of Blanche Douglass in the Jennie Cramer 
murder trial. Bolton & Neely close theirstore on 
all nights except Monday and Saturday. They 
are asked to close on Monday night by their 
brother dry goods men who make no objection 
to Saturday night trade, for Saturday night is 
New-Haven’s holiday, and people who do not 
venttire outside their own dooryards all the rest 
of the week journey down town with religious 
regularity that night, and on Saturday an extra 
force of clerks is always needed in all the stores, 
But the merchants contend that little business is 
to be done on Monday evenings, scarcely enough 
to pay for gas bills, and they have all, with this 
one exception of Bolton & Neely, gone into the 
early closing movement. 

The collision between this firm and their com- 
petitors would lack interest if the whole thing 
ended in this mere disagreement. It does not 
end there. A local issue has been created and 
the whole town is by the ears. Bolton & Neely 
are to be boycotted. The young men and women 
from behind fhe other counters of the city came 
out to ask the public to give no more patronage 
to the offending firm. The Trades Council 
have taken hold of the matter. The boy- 
cotting scheme is theirs. Many of th 
clerks have objected to this sort of warfare, 
but such objectors have been overruled, 
and to-night, a thousand strong, the Trades 
Council, with their tape-measuring proteges, 
have marched through the streets witha fifty- 
dollar brass band and transparencies preaching 
boycotting doctrines.

employes freedom on two whole days of each 
month the year around. On Friday of one 
week one-half of the clerks are given'a holiday, 
while the following Friday belongs to the other 
half. No other storein the city, they say, does 
anything similar to this, and all their employes, 
they declare, are perfectly satisfied with the 
working of this plan and have no desire to 
change it for the Monday evening vaca- 
tion. A member of the firm says that 
the call made upon them by representatives of 
.the closing movement suvored much of im- 
pertinence. They were invited or requested to 
do nothing, but orderéd to close under threats 
of punishment. It isalsoclaimed in the firm’s 
interest that the Trades Council—whose mem- 
bership in New-Haven has little reference to the 
real workingmen of the city—have an old griey- 
ance against Bolton & Neely. They at one time 
sought a contribution from:the firm and failed 
to getit. Socialists of the inflammatory sort 
and dynamiters comprise the council’s follow- 
ing. Bolton & Neely atso claim that they do a 
‘large trade on Monday evenings, and, with no 
complaints jfrom their Gwn employes to.hold 
them back, it would be a foolish sacrifice to shut 
their doors in the face of crowds of customers. 

A well known clergyman, who a week ago 
volunteered to attend the meeting to-night and 
encourage the movement, to-day rent a declina- 
tion ot the invitation, having visited clerks in 
the employ of Bolton & Neely. The boycotters, 
however, are much inspirited by the campaign 
they have begun, and they predict serious losses 
to the firm holding out against them. To-mor- 
row the city is to be fairly deluged with hand- 
bills left at private residences asking the work- 
ing people of the city to boycott Bolton & Neely 
for good. 

Theodore W. Curtis and Edward J. Miller were 
arrested on the green to-night, charged with 
breach of the peace in distributing boycott cir- 
culars. The clerks estimate that over 10,000 per- 
sons were on the green. Applause was fairly 
generous, Bolton & Neely report a bigger trade 
than on any Monday evening for months, Three 
cashiers were kept busy, while one usually does 
the evening business. 





A NEW°TRIAL FOR ONOFRL 





THE*VERDICT AGAINST THE CHILD KILLER 
NOT ACCORDING TO LAW. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Achilles Onofri 
Was put on trial on May 28 for the murder of 
Carlotta Cook, his stepdaughter, a child of 9 
years. Inthe courseof the trial it was shown 
that the girl had been subjected by the prisoner 
to most brutal treatment, and on May 11 she had 
been beaten by him with a. strap, a broomstick, 


andthe handle of ashovel, which caused her 
death. The jury the next day rendered a ver- 
daictof guilty of mtirder in the first degree. 
Counsel for the prisoner then made a motion for 
a new trial,and assigned as a reason thatthe 
verdict was against the law and the evidence. 
This afternoon Judge Mitchell filed the follow- 
ing decision in the case: 


“The circumstances of this murder lead the mind 
strongly toward a harsh judgment, not only of the 
prisoner’s act but of his intent. It is, therefore, one of 
a class of casés in which, above all others, it is the duty 
of the Judge to see that the administration of justice 
shall be calm and dispassionate, and that the criminal 
shall receive, not vengeance from natural horror and 
indignation, but the punishment duly appointed by law 
tor his crime. Afterthe lapseof sufficient time for 
all merely transient impressions formed at the trial to 
puss away, I have given the entire evidence a careful 
review, and am brought again to my original judgment 
that this conviction cannot stand. The circumstances 
of the killing were undisputed. The child refused to 
perform her daily lesson in rope walking, and the pris- 
oner, belleving her refusal to be perverse, tirst whipped 
her with a leather strap, then with a _ knotted 
rope, and she still refused to ield. He lost 
his temper, seized a shovel, an inflicted the 
blows which caused death. The conviction of murder 
ratherthan manslaughter rests upon the use of the 
shovel, andis not vpen to objection. The use of an 
instrument likely to cause death is sufficient evidence 
of the malicious intent to kill which constitutes mur- 
der. Thelawof Pennsylvania limits murder of the 
first degree tocases of deliberate and premeditated 
killing, and the Supreme Court has decided that the 
srosumntsos from the use of a deadly weapon rises no 
higher than murder inthe secohd degree, and that to 
support a finding of murder in the first degree there 
must be distinct proof of facts sufficient to raise the 
presumption. ‘There is no such proof in this case. On 
the contrary, all the circumstances tend to show the 


absence of deliberation and premeditation. While, 


therefore, the punishment of death is not greater than 
the atrocious cruelty of the prisoner’s act deserves, 
and not greater than the Legislature would probab! 


impose if such cases were unhappily frequent ehoug 
to call for a specific remedy, yet the Jaw is not so writ- 
ten. The verdict is set aside and anew trial granted.”

INTERESTING EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORT 
OF THE FIRST GRAND JURY. 

The initial report of the first Grand 
Jury of Alaska to Judge Wade McAllister, of 
the United States District Court, which was sub- 
mitted at the recent May term, contains the fol- 
lowing paragraphs of interest: 


“The rapid development of our Territory, the 
recent discoveries of so much rich mineral, and 
the numerous industries that are being brought 
to the attention of capitalists torce us to the con- 
clusion that the judicial system as now estab- 
lished is inadequate to the demands of our peo- 
ple and of such «i jimited character that in some 
of the most important sections of the Territory 
the settlement of controversies by courts and 
juries is practically unattainable, and that by all 
means regular terms of court, with ail the juris- 
diction of your honorable court, should be es- 
tablished at Juneau, Kodiak, and Ounalaska, 
and that our Governor should appoint Justices 
of the Peace and constables at all the 
principal fishing stations and elséwhere when- 
ever he may think they are needed. Records 
are now being made involving the titles 
of mineral lands vaiued at several millions of 
dollars, Officers having the custody of these 
reoords should be provided with suitable vaults 
and receptacles to. protect the same against loss 
by fire or otherwise. The Dominion Parliament 
has already taken the preliminary steps by which 
the boundary between Alaska and the British 
possessions can be ascertained and determined, 
and we especially urge the necessity for the 
United States Government to comply with the 
request made by the Domiinion Parliament that 
a commission be appointed to settle the ques- 
tion. Valuable mineral lands are being pros- 
pected, and our miiuers at this time have no 
means of knowing whether said mines should be 
located under the United States mining laws or 
those of British Columbia. 

“In view of the fact that Alaska Territory 
pays a greater revenue to the General Govern- 
ment, in proportion to the population, than any 
other Territory now or heretofore iu existence 
in the United States, we deem it asa matter of 
justice to our citizens that appropriations should 
be made for the following purposes, to wit: For 
the repairs of wharves now belonging to the 
Government; for the construction, erection, and 
improvement of others at the principal points in 
Alaska waters, and for the erection and mainte- 
nance of lighthouses forthe safety of lite and 
property of our people, 

‘Our officers should be supplied with some 
convenient means of transportation, under tie 
control of said officers, without wliich it is im- 
possible for them to perform their respective 
duties with such promptness and dispatch as 
officers in other Territories in the United States 
are able to do. This we suggest for the reason 
that the only mode of conveyance is by boat. 
There are no roads, and the people are obliged 
to travel by water exclusively, We recommend 
the appropriation of sufficient money to survey 
and build a good trail from the head of Duryea 
lnlet, Chilcat County, to the boundary line, a 
distance of about 25 miles, to insure the safe 
transit of miners, explorers, and supplies des- 
tined for the Yakon River and tributaries, thus 
furnishing an accessible route to the muneral 
fields of wealth and importance. 

‘* The fishes found in the waters of Alaska Ter- 
ritory are the principal food fishes of the world, 
viz., salmon, herring, codfish, and halibut. In 
consideration of the fact that the fishing indus- 
try stands next to the mining industry in this 
Territory, and that Alaska wul probably be 
called upon to supply the United States with 
cheap food fishes in the near future, it is impor- 
tant that an examination of the extent of the 
fisheries should be made, and to that end a liberal 
appropriation with the necessary transportation 
should be provided. 

‘We recognize the long established policy of 
our Government to encourage schools and edu- 
cational facilities, and would say that our Kus- 
sian citizens are, as a class, poor and unacquaint- 
ed with the rights and privileges of American 
citizens, and that non-sectarian schools by fair, 
honest, and upright persons not prejudiced in 
favor of any sect or creed, should be established 
far the benefit of the white children of Alaska 
Territory. 

** While we are somewhat in doubt as to our 
duties in regard to Indians, nevertheless we 
have taken them with the broad meaning of 
our instructions, and as their future in 
this Territory is so interwoven with set- 
tlers’ therein, we take the _ responsibility 
and present them as we know them. 
These’ Indians are enterprising and industrious 
and fully understand and appreciate our system 
of government. They dare not by any means the 
untutored savage of gushing travelers and ro- 
mance writers, but are independent, self-sup- 
porting, and willing laborers, and we should 
deem it most disastrous to the advancement and 
prosperity of this Territory should they be con- 
fined on reservations, 

“The distance of our Territory from -the-cen- 
tral Government and the length of time neces- 
sary to communicate with the heads of different 
departments render it necessary that either we 
have a representative in Congress or that an 
agent familiar with this Territory and our neéeces- 

sities be appointed to remain in Washing-du 
ing the sessions of Congress.”

PUBLIC LAND ENTRIES. 
WasHineton, July 13.—Land Commise 
sioner Sparks has rendered an important de. 
cision, affirming the right of entry under the 
publio land Jaws and decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States of lands heretofore 
withdrawn by the voluntary action of the Gen- 


eral Land Office for railroad indemnity purposes 
where no requirements of law existe = mak. 
ing such withdrawals. The effect of this de- 
cision, it sustained by the Seoretary of the In- 
terior, will be to restore to entry under the 
Homestead and other laws many million acres of 
publio lands which have been kept out of mar- 
ket for many years because claimed by railroad 
corporations. In the course of this decision, 
which is quite long, the Commissioner cites 
from leading decisions of the Supreme Court, 
and concludes as follows: 


“Follow! these decisions, by the suthority of 
which I am ‘governed, imust hola thet & withdrawal 
of land bythe Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, when withdrawals from settlement, entry. or 
other appropriation are not required by law, is effect. 
ive onlyas information in defining the limits within 
which indemnity selections may be made in a proper 
time and manner, but isnot operative as a prohibition 
of settlements and entries within such limits under 
the public land laws prior to the time when a lawful 
ones by the railroad company has actually been 
made. 


This decision was brought out by an inquiry 
from the Receiver of the Land Office at Walla 
Walla, Washington Territory, as to whether or 
not the Northern Pacific Railroad Company is 
entitled tothe land regularly settled upon by 
one Miller, but which was, by a change in the 
line of the above mentioned road, brought with. 
in its indemnity limits.

chief anxiety when I met my constituents 
last Autumn, has been won, and the Goy- 
ernment which had the honor of fighting it 
for the nation has, by necessary consequence of 
a vote ot the Hcuse of Commons, been removed 
from office. , Although it has thus happened that 
a vote of the representative Chamber has put an 
erid to the late Cabinet, I must take this early 
opportunity of placing on record my deep and 
grateful sense of the fidelity of the Liberal ma- 
jority of 1880 to its trust. It has had to act 
under difficulties almost without example, 
and I can no_more forget than I can 
repay its confidence and kindness, The 
time has not arrived for me to enter 
upon politics at large, either in the way of de- 
fense or criticism. Whatever we may think of 
the conduct and course of the late Opposition, it 
has become the Queen’s Government, and the 
interests of the empire are primarily inits hands. 
Inow look to its future and notits past. My 
duty is tosupport and assist it, as far as I have 
the power, in doing right, and not to anticipate 
that it will do wrong. You may rely upon it 
that the Liberal Party numbers in its ranks an 
abundance of men qualified by knowledge, abili- 
ty,and vigor of age to exercise the necessary

Parliament had done its work, the renewal o

The Signal Service Bureau report tndi- 
gates for to-day, in this ctty, threatening 
eveather and rain, southerly winds, veering 
to cooler northwesterly. 











Heretofore the administration of affairs 
sn the General Land Office has been 
marked by great liberality toward land 
grant railroad corporations. In addition 
to the broad belts of land set aside for 
their use under the granting acts ad- 
flitional belts on each side have been with- 
drawn from settlement because the cor- 
porations would in course of time select 
from them sections to replace other sec- 
tions within the limits of the grant which 
they could not have because settlers had 
taken legal possession of them. These 
putside belts were known as lands within 
fjndemnity limits. Inasmuch as the cor- 
porations could ultimately claim but a 
pmall part of these outside belts, it was 
pbviously unjust to the settler to absolute- 
jy withdraw them from settlement and 
gompel him to stand aside and await the 
ronvenience of the subsidized corpora- 
tion. But Commissioners were ready 
and willing to accommodate the com- 
panies, into whose service some of them 
rwent at the end of their terms. The new 
Commissioner, who has already been dec- 
prated with the enmity of the Spanish 
grant speculators, now decides that a 
withdrawal of lands within indemnity 
Jimits is effective only as information in 
defining the limits within which selec- 
jtions may be made at a proper time, and 
idoes not prevent the settler from taking a 
thomestead according to law before the 
jcorporation has made its lawful selections. 
If Secretary LaMar sustains the Com- 
missioner millions of acres from which 
gettlers have for years been excluded will 
be opened to them. 








Many of the workingmen of this coun- 
try are engaged in casting great discredit 
on their own cause by resorting to vio- 
Jence for the enforcement of their de- 
mands. At East Saginaw, Mich., it has 
been found necessary to employ a large 
force of hired detectives and to call on the 
State for aid in preserving order. The 
strikers have gone so far as to threaten to 
peize the water works and cut off the 
‘water supply of the city. The fact that 
there are men willing to take the places 
of the strikers at the wages offered is an 
evidence that their demand is one that 
eannot be exforced by legitimate means. 
All men have an equal right to work, and 
trying to prevent competition by force 
savors of the spirit of monopoly. This 
kind of trouble is largely caused by ig- 
norant and brutal men, who have no in- 
felligent idea of their own rights and no 
regard for those of others.

The only encouragement which the 
uth American Trade Commission will 
able to find in the figures just published 
the Chief of the Bureau of Statistics 
s in the revelation they make of the 
vast extent of the field in which it 







is laboring. During the last fiscal year 
South America took but little more than 
4 per cent. of our total exports, against 79 
per cent. taken by European countries. 
In suggesting some effective means for 
evening up this disproportion the commis- 
sion will have an opportunity to do its 
country a distinguished service. 








The Board of Trustees of Cornell Uni- 
versity have made Prof. Apams President 
of that institution in spite of the vigorous 
opposition of many of the Alumni, Their 
action has no doubt been largely deter- 
mined by a desire to continue the well 
defined policy of ex-President Wulrs, 
with which Prof. Apams has been closely 
associated. This desire seems td have 
outweighed in their minds the objections 
of the Alumni and even the grave charges 
which have been brought against Prof. 
ApamMs’s literary integrity. 








If the garrison of Ireland were like the 
garrison of England the fight at Water- 
ford between soldiers and citizens would 
have no other significance than that of 
any other drunken squabble which ended 
ina murder. Even in that case the story 
would carry a moral against allowing 
soldiers on liberty to carry side arms. If 
the drunken soldiers at Waterford had 
had nothing but their fists to fight with a 
black eye or a broken head would 
have been the worst that was like- 
ly to happen. But the garrison of 
Ireland being at once the em- 
blem and the instrument of a foreign 
and hateful domination every common- 
place quarrel between its members and 
the people among and over whom they 
are stationed becomes an affair of national 
importance. In Waterford the immediate 
result was ariot. The ultimate result is 
foreshadowed in the announcement that 
several Home Rule members of Parlia- 
ment are about to call upon the Ministry 
for an “investigation.” Of course this 
would be useless as a matter of public 
justice. There is no reason to apprehend 
that the murderer will not be punished. 
But the investigation, or even the demand 
for it, will have its political use to the 
agitators in stimulating the hatred of the 
Irish for the English, a sentiment which is 
the only political capital of the Home 
Rule members of the House of Commons. 








GOLD OR SILVER. 
That the forced coinage of legal tender 
silver dollars must sooner or later bring 
the currency of the country to a silver 
basis has long been generally recognized 
by bankers and business men throughout 
the Union. That this would necessarily 
be brought about through the operations 
of the United States Treasury has been 
equally plain. The Government is com- 
pelled by the law as heretofore inter- 
preted—though we are by no means sure 
that the law was correctly interpreted—to 
pay out annually $24,000,000 in gold or its 
equivalent for silver which is coined into 
28,000,000 standard dollars. These dollars 
the Government is required to take on de- 
posit, when in the hands of citizens, and 
issue for them certificates receivable for all 
dues. Its revenues are therefore at 
all times liable to be paid in silver dollars 
or in silver certificates. The gold is con- 
stantly tending to diminish and the silver 
to accumulate. A very considerable por- 
tion of the current liabilities of the Gov- 
ernment are for interest on its bonds, 
which is payable in gold. Under the 
process which the law now compels, it is 
only a question of time when the Govern- 
ment will have to pay not only its ordi- 
nary current liabilities for supplies and 
services but its interest in silver, in small 
part at first, but gradually in larger and 
larger part. When that point is reached 
the United States will be on the direct 
road to a financial position ranking with 
that of Austria, Russia, or Turkey. How 
far it will be pushed on that road is for 


the people to say. 
This is the situation which Mr. Treas- 


urer JORDAN explained to the officers of 
the Associated Banks, commonly known 
as the Clearing House, yesterday. It was 
already perfectly familiar to these gentle- 
men, who had invited Mr. JoRDAN to con- 
fer with them. They know as well as the 
Treasury authorities do that there is no 
possible way in which the consequences 
of the present law can be finally avoided 
except by the repeal of the law. They 
are naturally anxious that the evil 
may be put off as long as may be, 
and especially that it shall, if possible, 
be postponed until Congress meets and 
has an opportunity to deal with the ques- 
tion. The specific and definite thing they 
wish to prevent is the payment of the 
Government dues in this city in silver 
certificates or in silver. This city prac- 
tically holds the gold reserve of the coun- 
try. Its banks are the banks of all the 
other banks. Silver injected into the cur- 
rency here must affect the entire mass. 
If gold payments cannot be maintained 
here they cannot be maintained at all. If 
the Treasury is forced to lower the stand- 
ard here there is no chance of its being 
sustained elsewhere. The New-York gold 
reserve is substantially the basis of the 
currency of the United States. 

The banks, therefore, were acting clear- 
ly in the interest of the entire business 
community when they yesterday offered to 
Treasurer JORDAN advances from their 
gold of $10,000,000 or $20,000,000, or 
practically of any amount that the Gov- 
ernment might need between now and the 
time when Congress can take action. 
Mr. JORDAN could not accept this offer 
in any direct form, but it will not be 
difficult to extend the necessary aid in 
a form that will be equally efficacious. 
The banks can supply their customers 
with gold for the payment of customs 
duties, and through these it will reach 
the Government. Under what conditions 
the banks will thus substitute gold 
for silver certificates for customs pay- 
ments is a matter for them to settle with 
their customers and among themselves, 
The ultimate effect must be for the banks 
to carry the silver directly or indirectly, 
But the Government is supplied with its 
needed gold, and the silver certificates do 
not enter actively into the currency. That 
such an arrangement is greatly to the in- 
terest of the whole country cannot be 
doubted. 





_ But it is clear that it is only_an ex- 


pedient, a temporary expedient, intended 
and calculated to postpone a threatening 
and inevitable evil, with the hope that 
Congress will ultimately come to the 
rescue. It does not in the slightest degree 
change a single element in the situation 
except the element of time. Not one 
dollar less of silver can be coined in con- 
sequence of it. The banks simply assume 
in part and for the time the burden which 
the Government has hitherto borne, and 
which will be relentlessly increased s0 
long as the law continues in force. The 
drain on the reserve of the Treasury is in 
effect transferred to the reserve of the 
banks. Undoubtedly that is at present 
very strong, stronger than ever before, 
but it is not impregnable. The steady in- 
filtration of the uncurrent depreciated 
silver poured from the mints can under- 
mine it and will undermine it unless the 
law be changed. Thereis absolutely but 
one final measure of safety, the repeal of 
the law. The present arrangement de- 
fers the worst consequences of the con- 
tinued operation of the law. It only 
makes it more plain what those conse- 
quences must be and how certainly they 
will fall upon the whole business com- 
munity unless the law be repealed. 








MR. GARLAND’S OPINION. 


Attorney-General GaRLAND’s opinion 
concerning the Dolphin deserves careful 
examination, not only because it will pre- 
vent the acceptance of the first vessel 
completed for our new navy, and may 
have a similar effect upon the course to be 
pursued by the Secretary with reference to 
the three new cruisers, but especially for 
the reason that it can hardly fail to work 
a revolution in the methods of the de- 
partment when dealing with sbipbuild- 
ers hereafter. Mr. CHANDLER declared 
two or three weeks ago that Mr. Gar- 
LAND must ‘‘condemn” either Mr. 
Roacw or the Naval Advisory Board. 
Like the Dolphin, the ex-Secretary’s pre- 
diction was defective, for the Attorney- 
General has not only shown that upon the 
Secretary’s facts Mr. Roacu did not fill 
what was called his contract, and that 
the action of the Advisory Board cannot 
force the Government to accept a defect- 
ive vessel, but he has also ‘‘ condemned” 
Mr. CHANDLER himself by showing that 
the so-called contract which he made with 
Mr. Roac# contained a clause which ren- 
ders it worthless, and ‘* the obvious inten- 
tion of which was to relieve the contractor 
of all duty and responsibility as to the 
speed and power of the ship, and make it 
feasible to force upon the United States a 
ship wanting in the prime quality of 
speed and fundamentally different from 
what Congress authorized and was desir- 
ous to secure.” 

Each of the contracts for the cruisers 
which Mr. Roac# has been building con- 
tains a similar clause. If Mr. GARLAND’s 
position is sound these contracts are of no 
legal value. If such clauses were intended 
to relieve the contractor of all duty and 
responsibility as to speed and power, and 
if they could have been used in forcing 
defective vessels upon the Government, it 
is fortunate that they have been taken up 
and passed upon by the Government’s 
law officer at this early day in the history 
of our new navy. 

The law authorizing the construction 
of the Dolphin provided that the vessel 
should not be accepted ‘‘ unless com- 
pleted in strict conformity with the con- 
tract.” The contract provided that the 
vessel should be built “in accordance 
with the acts of Congress approved Aug. 
5 and March 8, 1883, respectively, before 
mentioned and relating thereto.” Those 
acts provided that the vessel should be 
built ‘‘as recommendcd by the Naval 
Advisory Board in its report of Dec. 20, 
1882,” and in that report it was specified 


that the vessel should have ‘‘a sea 
speed of 15 knots.” As the Dolphin 
has not that speed the contract 
has not been filled. This is the 


law on this point, as stated by Mr. Gar- 
LAND, and he seems to have effectually 
disposed of Mr. CHANDLER’S assertion that 
‘“‘a sea speed of 15 knots” was “ not a 
fundamental condition of the law,” and 
that Mr. RoacH was ‘“ responsible only 
for good workmanship.” The existence 
of the structural weakness reported by Mr. 
WHITNEY would be sufficient in itself, the 
Attorney-General holds, to forbid the ac- 
ceptanceof the vessel, It will be observed 
that he does not say ‘‘ if these things are 
so you ought not to accept her,” or ‘* you 
would be justified in rejecting her,” but 
‘* you cannot accept her,” because the Sec- 
retary of the Navy has no authority under 
the law to accept such a vessel. 

Inasmuch as the law declares that the 
vessel shall not be accepted ‘‘ unless com- 
pleted in strict conformity with the con- 
tract,” it is plain in his opinion that as 
the approval of an Advisory Board cannot 
make a vessel perfect that is defective it 
therefore cannot bind the Government to 
accept a defective vessel, and that the 
clause in the contract providing that the 
Government shall be bound by the ap- 
proval of that board is void and in viola- 
tion of the law, which intended that the 
Secretary should bear the full responsibil- 
ity. His views concerning the effect of 
the board’s approval are succinctly stated 
as follows: 

“The power to accept a ship built under this 
law cannot be exercised unless the fact be that 
the ship was constructed in strict conformity 
with the contract, and the mere enunciation 
from aoy official quarter that the ship was 50 
constructed, when in truth it was not, lends no 


validity whatever to a pretended act of accept- 
ance.” 


It may here be said that this principle 
may also apply to the report of Secretary 
WHITNEY’s board, and the efforts now 
being made by Mr. Roacu to show that 
the Dolphin is sound and sufficiently swift 
indicate that the settlement of the ques- 
tion, so far as this vessel is concerned, 
will depend upon the facts about speed 
and strength as found by acourt. The 
insertion of the proviso which Mr. GaR- 
LAND regards as fatal to the validity of 
the contract had already attracted the at- 
tention of shipbuilders and others, some 
of whom had declared that by means* of 
it the public trust had been betrayed. 

It is apparent that the controversy must 
be taken to the courts, and ifthe posi- 
tions of the Secretary and the Attorney-

be a severe blow to Mr. Roac#. The con- 
tract price for the Dolphin was $815,000, 
and he has received nearly all of this sum. 
The contract prices for the cruisers were 
as follows: Chicago, $889,000; Atlania, 
$617,000; Boston, $619,000. The total for 
the four vessels was $2,440,000. The full 
effect of the opinion upon the remaining 
contracts cannot now be foreseen. They 
all contain the vitiating proviso, but if 
the vessels should be satisfactory in every 
way the Government would not reject 
them to its own injury. 
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WESTERN UNION METHODS. 

The raid of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company upon wires which did not 
belong to it was but another step in its 
struggle to maintain a monopoly over the 
telegraph system of this country. It was 
characterized by its usual methods of 
lawless disregard for the rights and 
interests of others and of the pub- 
lic, sustained by a sympathizing 
Judge of the Bench of the Su- 
preme Court. The case is a plain 
one, and no inside knowledge is needed 
for its perfect understanding. As is well 
known, the lines of the Bankers and 
Merchants’ and American Rapid Tele- 
graph Companies have for some time 
been operated by the former company 
alone, under an agreement, It had 
practically possession of the wires of 
both companies, and they had not been 
kept distinct. The property of both com- 
panies was in the hands of Receivers. 
Some time ago Receiver HARLAND, of the 
American Rapid Company, broughta suit 
to determine what wires belonged to that 
company. Inthe meantime a movement 
was on foot for reorganizing the Bankers 
and Merchants’ and virtually consolidat- 
ing the two companies, and the property 
of the Bankers and Merchants’ was to 
have been sold on Friday last in pursuance 
of this plan. 

This promised tore-establish a formidable 
rival to the Western Union which would 
serve as an efficient feeder to the new 
cable line from whose competition the 
cables controlled by the Western Union 
were suffering severely. Here was a 
critical situation which suggested to the 
fertile mind of Jay GOoULD a resort to 
the kind of tactics which he has so often 
found to be effective. He needed just 
three things for success—a_ serviceable 
Judge and a tool in each of the two com- 
panies to be dealt with, He knew 
from experience where to find the 
first. A Trustee of a small amount of the 
bonds of the Bankers and Merchants’ Tel- 
egraph Company applied to Judge DoNno- 
HUE for an injunction stopping the sale of 
its property, which was promptly granted. 
The Receiver of the American Rapid 
Company was induced to make an agree- 
ment constituting the Western Union the 
agent of that company for the operation 
of its lines, though the case to determine 
what its lines were had not yet been 
brought to trial. Then an order was grant- 
ed by Judge DonoHUE directing the Bank- 
ers and Merchants’ to turn over the wires 
of the American Rapid to the new agent 
and authorizing the Western Union to 
take possession of them. Immediate com- 
pliance by the former was impossible, as 
its own wires and those of the American 
Rapid were so mixed that they could not 
at once be separated. Thereupon the 
Western Union proceeded in great haste 
to take possession by force without dis- 
tinguishing with any care between the 
wires of one company and those of the 
other. 

This is the whole story of the seizure. 
Its object was to prevent the rehabilita- 
tion and consolidation of the rival lines 
on a firm basis, to break the force of the 
cable competition, and to strengthen once 
more the monopoly of the Western Union. 
The plan was carried out in direct opposi- 
tion to the interests and the wishes of 
nearly all those who had a stake in the 
property of the rival lines, and in 
utter disregard of the rights and in- 
terests of the public, because all the 
power and discretion of a Judge of 
the Supreme Court was at the service 
of the monopoly. Anything like a judi- 
cial attitude or a desire to secure all the 
rights and equities involved would have 
suggested a more deliberate course, a full 
hearing in behalf of all concerned and 
final action that would have had some 
regard for sound public policy as well as 
the rights of all parties to the controversy. 
But the end is not yet. Unless our judi- 
ciary is to be utterly discredited, steps 
will be taken to restore all parties to the 
legal position which they held before the 
forcible seizure of the wires was made, 
and lead to a fair determination of the 
rights of the bondholders of the two com- 
panies which the Western Union monop- 
oly is trying to extinguish. 











THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT CON- 
SPIRACY AGAIN, 

The defense, in the form of a letter to 
the editor of THz Times, backed by affi- 
davits which First Auditor CHENOWITH 
telegraphed over the Union on Saturday, 
confirms our view of the discreditable 
conspiracy which he feebly attempts to 
justify. In one particular we did him an 
injustice for which we make an apology. 
It was wrong to class him with Hiaains 
as callous to public indignation and re- 
solved to preserve the easy consistency of 
a disgraceful reputation. HiaGiIns—the 
anomaly and disgrace of the Administra- 
tion—is apparently beyond the reach of 
an outraged public opinion. Mr. CHENO- 
WITH deserves credit for being anxious to 
defend his. own good name—not before, 
that we are aware, discredited—and to re- 
lieve Secretary MANNING and the Admin- 
istration of the suspicions which the First 
Auditor’s action had brought upon them. 

We should not have arraigned him so 
severely had we not supposed that the 
concurring interviews with him published 
in the Washington journals of both par- 
ties were true, in which, if we rightly un- 
derstand them, he is represented as admit- 
ting that he was governed by political rea- 
sons, andin which also we believe he pro- 
claimed, with an obviousscorn for a reform 
policy, his readiness, if not his ambition, 
toassume the entire responsibility in the 
Kellar case. He could hagdly have 
failed to notice that some journals de- 
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Senator frorn Texas! > Obviously injustice 
has been done him, or he has become 
wiser now and is perhaps experiencing a 
genuine change of heart. 

If his actions concerned only himself 
we would leave him to his own reflec- 
tions and to the discipline of Secretary 
MANNING, quite certain that in the future 
he will better comprehend both public 
opinion and his own duties. 

Disagreeable as it must be to him, some- 
thing more must be said about his amiable 
and shortsighted defense. Although the 
contrast with the tone of his interviews 
is striking, we wish to quote to his credit 
these surprising words from his letter: 
“My whole action in this matter was in 
the direction of true civil service reform,” 
&c.—action, we must add, which consisted 
in defying a plain rule of the President 
which Secretary MANNING the next day 
compelled him to obey. 

The First Auditor, after due reftection 
disclaiming all political reasons for his con- 
duct, now claims that he was justified by 
** objections,” which went (sic) ‘‘ to the 
moral character” of Mr. Ketuar. Is the 
First Auditor so much excited by fears of 
a criminal prosecution that he forgets 
that such a defense, if it clears him, plain- 
ly inculpates Secretary MANNING, who, 
despite the moral protest, appointed Mr. 
KELLAR? Or, does the First Auditor mean 
to present the Secretary before the coun- 
try as forcing an infamous character into 
his department against the virtuous and 
united protest of Hiaains, Mr. CHENO- 
WwiTH, and Mr. WARNER? Or, as another 
possible view, does the First Auditor wish 
it understood that he kept the letter and 
protests a secret from Mr. MANNING as he 
now does from the public, and if so for 
what reason in either case? We advise 
Mr, CHENOWITH to withdraw this part of 
his letter and telegraph us a revised edi- 
tion which we will publish for his benefit. 

Another part of the First Auditor’s de- 
fense is not less thoughtless and self-accus- 
ing. Why did he not publish the Warner 
letter and the protests of the Warner 
Democrats instead of suppressing them 
and giving himself the trouble of get- 
ting friends to swear to what he had 
told them? These documents, we vent- 
ure to think, will very plainly show 
that the objections to KELLaR were po- 
litical None of the parties concerned 
canever be acquitted until they publish 
these papers, with an affidavit of their 
genuineness and that every one of them 
is included in the publication. It is too 
much for Hiaains, or Mr. CHENOWITH, or 
Mr. WARNER to ask the country to be- 
lieve, so long as these papers are sup- 
pressed, that Secretary MANNING forced a 
scoundrel or a bully upon the highly 
moral First Auditor and the lowly parti- 
san Appointment Clerk. 








THE TRAIN BOY. 


With the season of Summer travel re- 
curs the grievance of the train boy. The 
survival of the train boy is the final 
proof of that fatuity of good nature with 
which the American people have been 
justly reproached by HERBERT SPENCER 
and other foreign critics. In fact he not 
only survives but broadens his phylac- 
teries and multiplies his packages with 
each succeeding year. 

Fortunately, the survival of the train 
boy cannot be imputed to cowardice. He 
is generally an undersized and somewhat 
pallid youth, whose athletic accomplish- 
ments are confined to the single feat of 
pitching with marvelous accuracy bundles 
of diverse shapes and sizes exactly 
upon the laps of his victims, so that 
they will not fall off, but must 
be dislodged by active effort. This 
accomplishment would be valuable to the 
train boy ina match at pitching quoits, 
but in a physical conflict it would avail 
him little. There are probably among his 
victims on every train men capable of 
wringing his neck and throwing him out 
of the window. Immunity from punish- 
ment to the friends of humanity who 
would perform this public  serv- 
ice is assured beforehand. It is 
absurd to suppose that any Grand 
Jury would indict or any petit jury con- 
vict of any offense a person who had mere- 
ly abated a train boy. And yet people 
who are able to effect this suppression and 
who are goaded to it by having their laps 
made receptacles into which the various 
rubbish, literary and comestible, of the 
train boy is shot, sit and endure without 
even daring to open their legs and let the 
packages slip through. The force of weak 
amiability can go no further. 

An excellent woman, traveling upon 
the New-York Central, and of course ex- 
posed to the direst ravages of the train 
boy, has shamed the sterner sex by devis- 
ing and putting in practice an effectual 
method of dealing with the common 
enemy. Having first admonished him 
that she would none of his wares, the 
next package that was thrown at her she 
threw out of the window. The train boy 
remonstrated, but in vain, and sadly 
passed on to unresisting victims. There 
is nothing to prevent any traveler from 
acting upon the excellent receipt thus 
given to him. Adopting it does not 
involve the necessity of a conflict with 
the boy, nor even of an altercation. 
while it renders his business wholly unre- 
munerative and discourages the embarka- 
tion in it of more capital.. Supposing that 
the train boy sells one package of fresh 
candy out of fifty, his margin of profit 
can scarcely cover the prime cost of the 
other forty-nine. He must work these off 
on other victims. If the forty-nine are 
thrown out of the window the profit dis- 
appears, and the train boy rapidly be- 
comes extinct under the silent but resist- 
less operation of economic laws. 

There is absolutely nothing to prevent 
this disposition of the train boy except 
the timidity of the traveling public. The 
train boy does not wear either a crown or 
a tiara, and no pretensions of divine right 
or of infallibility are made for him. If 
there were we should long ago have risen 
in our might against him, There is not 
evensuch an act of the Legislature author- 
izing him as has been held to warrant the 
maintenance of what would be a nuisance 
at common law. The men of Boston 
Harbor who threw overboard the taxed 
tea made no more courageous a stand

HIS CONDITION TAKES AN UPWARD TUR® 
TO THE SURPRISE OF ALL. 

Mount McGrecor, July 13.—The condi 
tion of Gen. Grant has taken since last night an 
upward leap which amazes him and his family 
and gratifies his physicians. There was promise 
of improvement yesterday, but no one could

RIOT IN AN IRISH TOWN 


SOLDIERS AND CITIZENS FIGHT- 
ING IN WATERFORD. 

ONE MAN KILLED BY A BAYONET THRUST— 
SOLDIERS DRIVEN TO THEIR BARRACKS 
AND FORCED TO LEAVE THE PLACE. 

WateRrorD, Ireland, July 13.—The an- 
&iversary off the battle of the Boyne yesterday 
caused a large increase in the usual Sunday 
number ot drunken men to beon the streets 
Jast night. Among them were many of the sol- 
diers belonging to the Welsh regiment doing 
garrison duty here. A number of citizens 
got into a drunken row with the soldiers, 
during avhich the latter bayoneted to 
death one ot the former,a man named Peter 
Grant. The commotion attracted crowds of 
mento thescene. When the civilians realized 
that one of their number had been killed they 
became furious, and feli upon the soldiers with 
such force that the latter were compelled to 
beat a hasty retreat to their barracks. The mob 
followed them up, but being threatened 
with powder and ball if they attempted to 
force an entrance to the barracks, they 
eontented themselves with smashing the 
windows of the barracks with stones. The ex- 
citement in the city lasted all night, and every 
soldier met in the streets was attacked. Some 
stracgiing soldiers were fearfully handled, being 
stoned, beaten, and kicked until unconscious. 
Those who escanved mob violence did 1t by flee- 
mng¢ to the barracks or police stations for refuge. 

© privates were arrested this mornémg on 
suspicion of being guilty of Grant’s murder. 

Anumber of civilians profess to be able to 

identify the soldier who killed Grant. 

The rage of the populace was so great this 
morning that it was deemed best to transfer the 
Welsh. regiment to some other place. This was 
done immediately, and as the soldiers marched 
from the barracks to the railway station sur- 
rounded by policemen a mob followed them, 
hooting and stoning the soldiers. Several Par- 
nellite members of Parliament have telegraphed 
that they will bring the matter before the Gov- 
ernment and demand an immediate inquiry into 
the outrage. It is generally bel:eved that the 
soldiers began the row. 

The Grand Jury held an inquest on the body 
of Grant. They found that he caine to his death 
by a bayonet wound inflicted by a soldier of the 
south Wales Borderers, adding that. in the in- 
terests of peace, the regiment should be forth- 
with removed from the city. 


Bewtrast, July 13.—The Orange celebra- 
tion at Carrick Hill was the occasion of con- 
siderable rioting, during which several police- 
men were injured. -Twenty arrests were made. 


Lonpow, July 13.—While the Orangemen 
of Rye House, Hertfordshire, were celebrating 
the anniversary of the battle of the Boyne yes- 
terday they were attacked by a mob of Cath- 
plics. and a desperate fight occurred. Fence 
palings, table Jegs, and chairs were freely used 
by both sides and many heads were broken. The 
police were powerless to suppress the riot. It 
was ultimateiy quelled by the priests.

THE LONDON REVELATIONS. 
A MASS MEETING OF WOMEN—MR. SPUR- 
GEON’S SERMON, 

Lonnon, July 13.—A mass meeting of 
women was held in Prince’s Hal! this afternoon 
to consider ways and means to protect young 
girls from the horrible pitfalls of Lonion as re- 
vealed by the Pail! Mall Gazette. Mrs. Booth and 
other ladies made addresses. The meeting re- 
solved that the laws on the subject should forth- 
with be made more efficient, denounced State 
regulation of vice, demanded the total! repeal of 
the Coutagious Diseases act, and that the age of 


consent be raised from 138 to 18. The meeting 
aiso voted to send copies of the record of its 
proceedings to the House of Commons. 

The fall Mali Gazctte this afternoon, in re- 
sponse to requests forits opinion as to the nat- 
ure of the changes required in the present Eng- 
lish criminal law, makes several important 
suggestions. It advocates an addition to the 
Crimina! act raising the age at which female 
chiliren may legally consent to sinful conduct 
from 13 years, the present period, to 16; exten- 
sion of the law prohibiting soliciting to both 
sexes; denial of any additional power over 
women to the police that will be aimed at the 
suppression of crime and not at the suppression 
of vice—that is, complete lea) liberty for 
voluntary immorality between adults con- 
tracting on equal terms, but rigorous 
suppression of sexual criminality in all 
cases in which the parties are under 
age, or the elements of full, free, and intelligent 
consent are absent; greatly increased stringency 
in the laws against procuration. The Gazette, 
in an editorial commenting on the results of its 
revelations, deciares that its * trumpet blast has 
roused the world.” “No word was raised yes- 
terday in the churches against us,” continues 
the paper, “but all the forces of wickedness in 
high places are arrayed against us. The Hon. W.

Rome. and Egypt were empires 
ef oppression and cruelty and full of iniquity. 
Whea the sin of these peoples could no longer 
be tolerated, they were wiped off the face of the 
eurth, Thus of nations, But no one could tell 
what bioodshedding and suffering came upon 
men for their iniquities. “Why should Lon- 
don,” exclaimed the preacher, “be more fa- 
vored than Rome? What is there about our 
boastful race on this or the other side of the 
Atlantic that we should monopolize God's favor ? 
God will judge men's secret sins, too vile to be 
spoken of, and which cause the nation to shud- 
derif dragged, as they ought to be, into day- 
light.

BEFORE THE ENGLISH CABINET. 


THE VARIOUS PROBLEMS DISCUSSED BY THE 
MINISTERS. 

Lonpon, July 13.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Robert Bourke, Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, stated, in response 
to inquiries, that nothing had yet been definitely 
arranged by the present Government for an arbi- 
tration to determine whether the Russian attack 
on Penjdeh was consistent with Russian promises 
previously made to England. Mr.Thomas Ryburn 
Buchanan, Liberal member for Edinburgh city, 
asked whether it was true that the British in- 
tended to establish a cantonment near Canda- 
bar, in Afghanistan. Lord Rando)ph Churcnill, 
Secretary for India, replied: ““ The honorable 
member seems to forget that Afghanistan is an 
independent State.” 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, stated that the Government would 
erecta monument to Gen. Gordon and would 
propose a credit therefor. 

The Right Hon. George Bentinck, Conserva- 
tive member for Whitebaven, asked the Home 
Department whether the Pali Mall Gazette’s 
charges against the London police in connection 
with that paper’s revelations of iniquity in the 
city were true. Sir Richard Assheton Cross, 
Home Secretary, replied that, if the facts were 
as stated by the Gazette, the fullest inquiry 
would be made, and thet he considered it his 
uty to endeavor to get at the bottom of the 
charges. 

Duirng the discussion of the army supple- 
mentary estimates Mr. W. H. Smith, War Secre- 
tary, on the vote for 35,000 men, explained that 
the Government would continue in a state of 
preparation until the arrangement about to be 
concluded with Russia was finally settled. There 
was, he said, no intention on the partof the 
Government to call up additional men uniess 
oceasion arose, 

The Marquis of Hartington, ex-War Minister, 
referred to the intention of the tate Govern- 
ment to evacuate the Province of Dongola, in 
the Soudan, and expressed a wish to know 
whether the present Government meant to con- 
tinue the work of constructing the Nile rail- 
way. Mr. Smith replied that the Government 
would not abandon the railway behind the de- 
fending force, but that it had no intention of in- 
creasing the British forces in Egypt. 

Gen. Lord Wolseley arrived here this after- 
noor.

A NEGRO LYNCHED. 





MISS GRAY’S ASSAILANT TAKEN FROM JAIL 
AND HANGED. 

BALtrmMorE, Md., July 13.—Howard Coop- 
er, the negro wio was confined in Towsontown 
Jail under conviction for felonous assault upon 
Miss Katie Gray, the daughter ot a highly re- 
spected farmer living in Rockland, Baltimore 
County, was taken out at about 1:30 o’clock this 
morring by a party of masked men and lynched 
froma sycamore tree about 50 yards distant 
from the jail yard fence. Cooper was to have 
been executed on the 3lst of this month, and his 
death warrant had been signed by the Governor, 
but his counsel were making efforts to raise 
enough money to carry his case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States upon a technical ob- 
jection. Cooper's crime was a most horrible 
one. The community was aroused to the 
highest pitch of excitement, and for some 
days aiter the occurrence armed men hunted for 
him throughout the neig-borhood, determined 
to burn him if caught upon the spot where the 
crime was committed. He was secured by the 
officers, however, who brought him to Balti- 
more City for safekeeping. His trial was held 
here, where he was convicted, and then carried 
back to Towsontown. The case was carried to 
the Court of Appeals, which c nfirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court. The people had now 
quieted down an‘ were satisfied to allow the 
law to take its course, but the circulation ofa 
paper last week among the colored churches and 
secret organizations for the purpose of securing 
subscriptions to a fund to carry the case to the 
Supreme Court provoked this resentment. The 
people became impatient of the law’s delay and 
determined not to aliow Cooper to live any 
longer. Rumors of lynching were rife for a 
week and svon began to assume definite form. 
As early as 10:30 P. M. many strangers were seen 
in the town, most of whom were evidently 
farmers. All wore masks of various patterns. 
and they seemed to have arranged a systematic 
organization. Pickets were thrown out on all 
sides of the jail and careful precautions taken to 
prevent the culprit’s escape when captured. The 
leader then approached the jail and demanded 
Cooper. Upon being refused a heavy pole was 
used as a ram,and the door was broken down. 
A guard was then left at the door, and the 
rest entered the building. Cooper’s cell was 
found and opened with a crowbar. He 
was at once taken out, when the Sheriff 
and his warden endeavored to retain their 
prisoner. The officers made a strong stand, but 
were overpowered. Cooper begged for mercy, 
but was answered with oaths. Upon being as- 
sured that they had the right man, a rope was 
put about his neck. He wasswung up and the 
rope tied to the tree. Presently he was taken 
down and examined and then strung up 
a second time to make sure. He was 
left hanging until after 9 o'clock this 
morning, when a jury of inguest was sum- 
moned, who rendered a verdict that he had been 
hanged by parties ,to the jury unknown. The 
greatest exultation prevails in the vicinity 
where the crime was committed, the universal 
sentiment being that Cooper ought to have been 
lynched long ago. Many of those who were con- 


cerned in the lynching could be easily identified 
if necessary. 





BONDS FRAUDULENTLY ISSUED. 
MonTREAL, July 138.—It is believed that 
the redemption of the Canadian loan, which 
has just been arranged by Sir Leonard 


Tilley in London, will bring to light 


some startling revelations as to the 
manner in which a considerable number of 
these bonds bave been fraudulently placed upon 
the market by dishonored employes. Last 
year a bond of the 1860 issue for £13,000 
was negotiated in London, England, after 
having been stolen from the Government vaults 
here by a trusted employe since dead, who 
forged the signature of the Government 
officer authorized to sign. It has now 
been discovered that a number of these 
bonds have disappeared from the Government 
vaults, and there is little doubt that they are 
in circulation, and will come in for redemp- 
tion within the next few months. It 
has further leaked out that during 
the recent investigation into the management 
of the Finance Department a defalcation of 
$12.00 was discovered in the accounts of a 
trusted official until recently. Bonds to the value 
of over $1,000,000, all sigmed, ready tor issue, 
are said to have lain in the vault to which every 
officer of the Department had access without 
any check upon him. As a result of the defal- 
cation in the Assistant Receiyer-General’s office 
at Halifax last year. the Government have now 
to make good $24,000 to the Bank of Montreal, 
witee had made the advance to the dishonest 
officers. 


PROTEST FROM CANADIAN BOATMEN. 

MonTREAL, July 13.—An officer of the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries has arrived 
at Campobello to settle some little complications 
arising from the abrogation of the fisheries 
treaty. Theimposition of duties on fish going 
intothe United States from Canada renders each 
hogshead of small sardine herring, in which there 
isalarge trade with E stport, subject to a duty of 
$5, while they only realize $4 when sent across 
in Canadian vessels. The difficulty was at first 
got over by shipping them in American boats 
and thus avoiding the duty. A protest against 
this now comes from Canadian boatmen, who 
are losing the carrying trade, andin retaliation 
they are insisting that the American boats shall 
both enter and clear at the Custom House when 
engaged in carrying the fish to market.

THE DRIED BEEF POISONING. 





ONE WOMAN DEAD AND SEVERAL PERSONS 
VERY ILL 

KanxkAKEE, IIL, July 13.—Reports from 
Momence, where the wholesale poisoning from 
dried beef occurred last Saturday, are that Mrs. 
Shronts has died from the effects of the 
poison; Mrs. H. Worcester is lying very 
low, as is also Mra. A. Cullon, Miss L. 
Burton, Miss Lillie Looker, and Mr. EB. Giebault. 
About 40 others are seriously ill. Eighty-four 
persons were affected, but many have partiaily 


recovered. The beef which caused the trouble 
was sold by Butcher Hoot and purchased by 
him of Rice’s Butchers’ Supply Company of 
Chicago. It was put up in a canvas cover, la- 
beled with the packer’s name, an! appeared to 
very fine beef. The first-symptom of the 
donne rag was a feeling of cramp in the 
owels, followed by vomiting and purging. The 
crump followed after this, and the patients suf- 
fered intense pain, so that by poder ic injections 
had to be given to quiet them. his was fol- 
lowed bya nervous exhaustion, which,in the 
case of Mrs. Shronts, ended in death. Dr. H. M. 
Keyser, the only local physician who is able to 
work, made a microscopic examination of 
the beef and found it filled with a species 
of trichine, pointed at both ends. 4 sample 
was also sent to Dr. Hayes, of Chicaggq, to in- 
spect. The beef was somewhat decomposed 
when it was dried, and went through a _ peculiar 
process, which was claimed to make itas good 
as fresh beef. Momence is a town of about 1,000 
souls situated 12 miles east from Kankakee, 
on the Kankakee River, and is near the 
Kankakee Marshes on the east. There is usu- 
ally more sickness at that place than 
anywhere in the county. A member of the 
State Board of Health passed through Kan- 
kakee on his way to Momence this afternoon to 
investigate. Those reported to be improving 
this morning are worse this evening, and word 
from there says more deaths are exvected dur- 
ine the night. dog was experimented on 
with dried beef yesterd y morning, and died be- 
fore night, being affected 1n she same manner as 
the persons eating the beef. 

Four or tive of the persons ill are in a critical 
condition to-night. A consultation between Dr. 
Alley, of the State Board of Health, who 
has just arrived from Springefield; Dr. Ellis, 
ot ankakee, ani Dr. Keyser, of Mo- 
mence, was held this evening. It was agreed 
that the malady which manifested itself last 
Wednesday was due to animalcule in the 
dried beef, and the treatment will be gov- 
erned accordingly. The symptoms at first 
were identical with cholera morbus, and 
the sufferers were treated for that disease. 
A member of the Rice Supply Company admit- 
ted to-night that his firm sold to Butcher 
Schramlin the dried beef which has poisoned so 
many people in Momence, but said that they 
bought the meat from a man named Brougham, 
and supposed it was good. Brougham denied 
point blank that he sold the Supply Company 
the meat. 





PROSPECTS OF PEACE. 


THE CHEYENNE INDIANS QUIET—UNNECES- 
SARY FEARS IN NEBRASKA, 


OMABA, July 18.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived at military headquarters here to-day 
from Gen. Hatch, commanding the Ninth Cavy- 
alry, at Ogalalla, stating that the settlers in that 
neighborhvuod were flocking into town for 
safety from a rumored raid of Cheyennes. Gen. 
Breck, who is in command here, in the absence 
of Gen. Howard, telegraphed Gen. Schofield, 
Division Cemmander at Chicago, to learn the 
grounds of apprehension. Gen. Schofield re- 
plied that the fears of the settlers were without 
cause, as the troops fronting the Indians in 
Southern Kansas had encountered no hostiles, 
and none had gone north. Gen. Hatch was in- 
structed to allay the fears of the settlers, and re- 
turn them to their homes, 

Ovgalalla is a little cattle town in Keith County, 
in Western Nebraska, and on the Union Pacific 
Railroad. Itis also on the old Indian trail by 
which the Cheyennes, when out some years ago, 
went north. The Ninth Cavalry, which has just 
arrived there trom Missouri, is a colored regi- 
ment of nine troops, aggregating 600 nen. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.— The following 
telegram has been received at the Interior De- 
artment from Special Agent Armstrong, at 
‘ort Reno, relative to the threatened Indian 
trouble at the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Agency: 
“I think I had better wait here until these In- 
dians (Cheyenne) are enrolied, and also to meet 
Gen. Sheridan, who will be here in a few 
days. Everything is quiet, and the Indians are 
willing to enroll and do whatever is required. I 
anticipate no trouble since they realize that the 
Government is in earnest. They returned nine 
horses to-day, said to have been stolen. The 
party I reported out will be in to-morrow. I 
think the cattlemen on the public iai.d will 
claim protection under the Animal Industry 
bill.” 


Kansas Crry, Mo., July 13.—The Times’s 
Fort Leavenworth special states that 12 compa- 
nies under Lieut.-Col. Anderson from the De- 
partment of the Platte have arrived at Wallaca, 
en route to Crossfield, the terminus of the 
Southern Kansas Raiiroad, to reinforce the 
troops already there.

HOW YOUNG STANIFORTH DIED. 





SHOT IN THE HOUSE OF HIS MISTRESS—~ 
SUICIDE OR MURDER. 

8an ANTONIO, Texas, July 13.—Sidney M. 
Staniforth was a young lawyer of remarkable 
talent, of fine English family, the representative 
of considerable wealth and of the highest 
standing in San Antonio and Austin. 
He was handsome, of powerful phy- 
sique, gentle and generous, and liked by all. 
About 6 o'clock this morning the inhabitants 
of Nueva-street were startled by hearing two or 
three pistol shots fired in rapid succession. A 
crowd quickly gathered at the bagnio 
of Ienacia Cortez, one of the_ best 
known women of the town in the southwest. 
Staniforth was found lying on a bed and he died 
in 20 minutes without speaking. Two bullets 
bad entered his head, both passing through the 
brain. ‘lhe woman stood by, talking incoher- 
ently and endeavoring to say that Staniforth 
had killed himself. She was arrested and the 
room cleared. : 

The body was taken to the Justice’s office and 
an inauest begun. Ignacia Cortez said she had 
known Staniforth for five years. He roomed at 
her house all that time, and they were engaged 
to be married, Staniforth, the woman said, asked 
her to come into his room this morning, and she 
went. He was up and had his pistol in his hand. 
He said he was going to kill himself. ‘*I went 
to him,”’ the woman continued, “ and threw my 
arms around him. Hesaid,‘Goaway. Itis too 
Jate.” Isaid, *‘ For God's sake, don't kill your- 
self.” He then threw up his hands and fired two 
shots while I was trying to get the pistol from 
him. The first shot struck the northwest wall of 
the room. Thesecond shot struck the door. I 
then let him go. I was blinded by the shots and 
seared. I thought I had been shot. I saw blood 
and screamed for help. In a few seconds I heard 
the last shot. Staniforth asked me last nignt 
to give back to his mother his Bible, which she 
had given him.” 

Dr. T. R. Chew testified that he had examined 
both of Staniforth’s wounds, and it would be 
impossible for any one to inflict two such 
wounds on himself. Mither would have caused 
complete and instantaneous paralysis. Dr. Amos 
Grates testified to the same effect. 

Relatives of the dead attorney will strain 
every nerve to convict lgnacia Cortez of his 
murder. Thereis no doubt that it was a mur- 
der. Whether Staniforth fell by the jealous 


hand of his mistress, by hired bravos, 
or at the hands of some _ desperate 
and less favored rival, is not known. 


Some months ago, it is stated, friends of young 
Staniforth warned him that in entering Ig- 
nacia’s house his life hung by a thread; that 
the woman war desperate and dangerous; was 
much pursued by desperate men, and that soon- 
er or later, at her hands or those of her lovers, 
he wou!d meet hisend. He laughed at all warn- 
ings, trusting in his influence over his mistress.

COL. MARCUS P. BESTOW. 

Col. Marcus P. Bestow died at the resi- 
dence of his father, in Coolville, Ohio, on Thurs- 
day last, in the fifty-first year of his age. He 
had been visiting his father for about six weeks, 
and his death was sudden and unexpected. Col. 
Be-tow was boro at Coolville in 1835, and was a 


rising practitioner at the Ohio Bar when the war 
of the rebellion broke out. He forsook his prac- 
tice, and volunteered in an Ohio regiment, serv- 
ing with credit throughout the war. ln Decem- 
her, 1862, he was promoted to tbe rank of Cap- 
tain, and in June, 1865, to that of Major. At the 
battie of Lookout Mountain he was in the ad- 
vance line, and tor his bravery in this engage- 
ment he was made Brevet Colonel. In 1866 
he was mustered out of the service, and 
returned to the practice of his profession 
in Ohio. Four yeurs later he removed to Rrook- 
lyn, where he bad since lived, was admitted to 
the New-York Bar, and had built up at the time 
of his death a large and lucrative practice in 
this city and Brooklyn. Last Fall his wife was 
stricken with apoplexy and died. This was a 
great vlow to Col. Bestow, who seemed unable 
to recover from tne shock. He was very popu- 
lar in Brook!yn, where he had hosts of friends, 
who now mourn his sudden death... He wasa 
member of the Linco'n Club and the New-Eng- 
land Society, of that city, and was very active 
in promoting the interests and work of both or- 
ganizations. He was a stanch Republican and 
a member of the Twenty-first Ward Republican 
Association of Brooklyn. Col. Bestow leaves a 
daughter 1S years of age. The remains are to be 
taken to Brooklyn for interment at Greenwood 
beside those of Mrs. Bestow.

ISRAEL CORSE. 

Israel Corse, one of the oldest leather 
dealers in **Tine Swamp,” died at his Summer 
residence in Sayville, Long Island, yesterday 
He had been an invalid for several years, and 


his death was due to heart disease. He was born 
in 1819, and his father, Israel Corse, S7., dealt in 
leather before himat No. 18 Ferry-street, in 
partnership with Jonathan Thorn. in 1840 the 
junior Mr. Corse took the place of his father in 
the firm, which became Jonathan Thorn & Co. 
Three years jJater Anson Lapham and Am- 
brose K. Ely were added to the firm, 
and in 1848 it was again changed by the 
retiring of Mr. Lapham and the addition 
of John Watson and Edwin Thorne. In 18538 Mr. 
Corse retired from the old firm and formed a 
partnership with George W. Pratt, No. 2 Ferry- 
street. About tive years later Edmund Tnomp- 
son. the bookkeper of the firm, was taken in as 
a member, and the place of business was re- 
moved to No. 89 Gold-street. Mr. Pratt was 
killed in the rebellion, aud in 1864 his place in 
the firm was filled by a Mr. Polk, who retired 
after five years. The firm remained Corse & 
Thompson until 1874, when it was dissolved. At 
the time Mr. Corse was an extensive operator in 
stocks. Since 1874 he has been practically re- 
tired from business.

Edgar Dufour was stabbed in the breast by an 
unknown negro at at Penier Baseball Grounds. 

The woman Kitty Paul, who beat her hus- 
band to death with a club a week ago and 
ciubbed the police, ventured out to church yes- 
terday, when she was,identified anda hue and 
cry raised. She fled toward the rear of the 
town, followed by a howling mob, and, finding 
other means of retreat cut off, plunged into the 
canal. Two policemen pulled her out after a 


desperate resistance and secured her in the po- 
lice jail. 


HOW A FUGITIVE WAS TRACED. 

HILLSBOROUGH, Texas, July 13.—It was 
learned here to-day that W. A. Jackson, the 
well known cattleman, who recently fled from 
the country, leaving debts to the amount 
ot .000, has finally turned up sate- 
ly in Cuba.

DOING WELL UNDER A RECEIVER. 
PirTsBuRG, July 18.—The answer to the 
application of the Mercantile Trust Company of 
New-York for the appointment of a Receiver to 
wind up the affairs of the Pittsburg and Western 
Kailroad has been filed by Marshall Brown, the 
attorney for the railroad, in the United States 
Circuit Court. The Mercantile Trust Company 
is the holder of a large mortgage on the road in 
trust executed in the interest of the bond- 


holders, and as such asked that the affairs of the 
railroad be speedily settled, the railroad having 
defaulted in the payment of the interest on the 
bonds. The railroad company was desirous that 
the road should pass into the hands of a Re- 
ceiver, but only for the purpose of enabling it 
to extricate itself from embarrassment. In_ the 
answer of the respondent it is acknowledged 
that for a short time prior to the appointment 
of a Receiver the road was temporarily em- 
barrassed and unable to meet its obligations 
end indebtedness, owing to stagnation of trade. 

Ince the appointment of a Receiver the business 
of the road, it is claimed, has steadily increased, 
and it is therefore believed that tne road will be 
able to cancel its indebtedness, and that the in- 
terest of creditors will be best promoted by the 
continued management of a Receiver, instead of 
disposing of it and its effects at public sale. A 
foreclosure and sale of the property would, it is 
allewed, result dissstrously to secured and unse- 
cured creditors. The court is therefore asked to 
stay for a reasonable time the proceeding of 
foreclosure.

THE READING NOT AFFECTED. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Several gentle- 
men here who are prominent in connection with 
financial and railroad interests state that the ne- 
gotiations between the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company and the Vanderbilt interests have 
practically reached a termination satisfactory to 
both parties. It is asserted that the matter has 
been left to two gentlemen for conclusion. Mr. 
A. J. Cassatt being accepted by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. It is also stated that the 
terms do not involve n saie by Mr. Vander- 
bilt to the Pennsylvania of his Reading 
stock, and that the only way in which Reading 
will be affected is by such a modification of the 
agreement between it and the Beech Creek Rail- 
road that the soft coal tonnage over that line 
will be so subordinated to the Pennsy!vania 
Railroad Company that the Beech Creek coals 
will not be such strong competitors wtth Cilear- 
field coals of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany as at present, The capitalists here in- 
terested in the South Pennsylvania line state 
that they are assured by capitalists of Pittsburg 
and New-York interested in the same line that if 
Mr. Vanderbilt surrenders his interest in 1t they 
will complete it without him. 


READING AND JERSEY CENTRAL. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Counsel for the 
Jersey Central Railroai Company left here to- 
night for Pittsburg, where they will to-morrow 
file a petition in the United States Circuit Court 
at that place asking that the managers of the 
Reading Company be ordered to restore them 
their property. Counsel for the Reading will 
ask that they be granted until Aug. 5to make 
their answer, and this will be granted, as the 
other counsel will offer no objection. Inthe 
meantime the Receivers of the Reading Railroad 
Company are withholding the earnings of the 
Jersev Central from its officers, and will contine 
todo so pending the suit. These net earnings 
are now about $10,000 per day, and will be ap- 
plied to paying off the brokers who purchased 
the coupons of the first mortgage and consoli- 
dated loans of the company, the interest upon 
which amounts to $400,000. 

After this has been done, if the suit is still 
pending, the net earnings will still be withbeld 
and appiied to the payment of interest on the 
loans of thecompany due Julyl. It is under- 
stood here to-day that negotiations are pending 
for an agreement between the Reading and 
Jersey Central, which will very probably result 
in a withdrawal of the suit before it has made 
much progress. 








Payment of May coupons by the Jersey Cen- 
tral Railroad has been temporarily suspended. 


A large portion of the interest due May 
1 was paid, snd it is stated by officers 
of the company that the amount of May in- 
terest still due is very small. The Treasurer of 
the company, it was understood yesterday, had 
gone to procure the necessary funds to take up 
all outstanding May coupons. . None of the July 
coupons have yet been paid. 





TO MAINTAIN EXISING RATES. 

PittsnurG, July 13.—For some weeks 
past there has been considerable cutting of 
freight rates from Chicago, and more especially 
from Pittsburg, to the East. The lines intcrest- 
ed in this business are the Pennsylvania, Balti- 
more and Ohio, Pittsburg and Western, and 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie. As is usually the case 
with treight rate wars, all the companies bave 
injured themselves without driving their com- 
petitors to the wall. They have been made to 
appreciate this fact at last by the stern logic of 
diminished receipts. On Saturday the represent- 
atives of the lines met and resolved to maintain 
existing rates—that is, the nominally existing 
rates—which had been secretly cut by all par- 
ties. Theresult isa general stiffening, with no 
diminution of business. 


ATLANTA MERCHANTS INTERESTED. 
ATLANTA, July 183.—The suspension of the 


revilling privilege by the Southern railway and 
steamship pool continues to agitate the mer- 
chants of Atlanta. The Chamber of Commerce 
at a meeting to-day appointed a committee 
with power to designate one or two lines to 
whom Atlanta freight should be given in the 
event the pool refuses to restore the rebilling 
privilege, It is an onen secret, however, that 
the line to whom the business will be given is 
the East Tennessee.

COMMENDING THE DOLPHIN. 

John Roach declined yesterday to make 
any statement concerning Attorney-General 
Garland’s opinion in relation to the Dolphin. 
He, however, furnished for publication a state- 
ment signed by several gentlemen (including 
ship builders, mechanical engineers, naval 
architects, and iron workers,) whom.he re- 
quested to critically examine the Dolphin 
and report upon her condition. These ex- 
aminers say that they scrutinized the construc- 
tion of the vessel immediately under the engine 
room floors, and in their opinion she 18 very 
strongly built thereabouts. They beheve that 


the extra “ web frames,” which the Naval Board 
recommended, would be superfluous. Tne ex- 
aminers could not find “the slightest evidence” 
that the floors of the engine room had sprung. 
In their opinion those floors were properly laid, 
and the supports of the shaft alley were of 
proper and sufficient strength. 

Mr. Roach’s examiners take exception in al- 
most every particular with the criticisms of the 
Dolphin made by Secretary Whitney's Naval 
Board, and they indorse the vessel generally in 
the following language: “We examined the 
floors, frames, engines, shafting, supports to 
boilers, the machinery, and the con- 
struction of the vessel generally, as far 
as we could do so by taking up fioor- 
ing in all accessible places, and weareof the 
opinion that the workmanship and materials 
used are of the best auality; and there is 
not the slightest evidence to be observed in 
any part of the vessel that sheis ‘structurally 
weak’ in any particular.”” The names signed to 
this statement are: Thomas F. Rowland, metal 
ship builder and. engineer; Warren E. Hill, 
mechanical engineer: Dr. 8. A. Smith, naval 
architect; Andrew Fletcher and Stevenson ‘ty 2 
lor, of the North River Iron Works; P. E. 
Fevre, Superintendent Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany; James Parker, formerly Lieutenant-Com- 
mander United States Navy; J. M. Lachlan, and 
George V. ‘Sloat, Superintendent Engineer for 
the Old Dominion Steamship Company. 

A supplementary statement accompanies the 
report of these examiners, in which ex-Lieut. 
Commander Parker, Capt. James Bolger, Capt. 
Thomas H. Morton, Capt. J. P. Sunberg, ani

WORK DONWE BY THE POLICE. 

” The Police Commissioners sent a report 
pf the work of the department for the three 
months ending June 30 to the Mayor ‘yesterday. 
|The total force of all grades in the department, 
“including surgeons, is 2,917. During the three 
months the time iost by reason of sickness, in- 
"pe and disability amounted to 6,147 days, or 

88 per cent. of the total time. For this sick 
time $10,114 04 was paid, showing a decrease 
of $4,322 20 from the first quarter of the 
year. Thearrests during the quarter numbered 

,806, Of whom 14,001 were males and 6,855 
females, an increase of 3,785 over the pre- 
ceding uarter. Of these, 1,185 were for 
serious offenses and felonies, and 320 of the 
risoners arrested for this grade of crime were 
ischarged, 102 were acquitted, 297 convicted, 
end 85 were transferred to other jurisdictions. 
‘At the station houses 13,552 males and 15,921 
females were accommodated with lodgings. The 
expenses of the Police Department proper 
amounted to $905,462 33, the Bureau of Elections 
cost $1,279 9%, and there was paid to police 
Peestoners $13,215 78. Durine the quarter 67,000 
‘Violations of corporation ordinances were re- 
Ported to the po pe te Attorney. ‘The value 
of lost and stolen property delivered to the 
owners was $175,350 25.

THE WINE BILLS ALL RIGHT, BUT THE ONES 
FOR STATIONERY SUSPICIOUS, 
. When the, special. Aldermanic. commit- 
tee which received the commanders and officers 
of the French vessels Isére and Flore reported 
that of the $5,000 appropriated. for the reception 
but $2,184 had been expended old City Hall 
habitués were surprised and predicted that 
surely there would be no trouble about paying 
such bills. . That the average Alderman is little 
understood, however, was apparent at yester- 
day’s meeting of the board, rorsome of the City 
Fathers banded together and under the lead of 
“Tony” Hartman prevented the audit of the 
bills. The matter came up ona report of the 
Finance Committee in favor ot paying the bills. 
This report showed that of the amount expended 
$652 went for music, $224 for carriages, and 


1,310 for refreshments, decorations, and print- 
ng. When the report was presented Alderman 
“Tony” Hartman, whom Alderman Van Rens- 
selaer often somewhat cynically calle ** Judge” 
Hartman when the constitutional status of a 
peanut vendor's privilege is in dispute, at once 
took the fioor. 

“I object,” he thundered; “I haven’t exam- 
ined the bulls yet.” 

**But you sampled the wine,” said Alderman 
De Lacy. 

“I don’t object to-the. wine bills,”” retorted the 
rotund and Judge-by-brevet-Alderman, “ but I 
want to.know about those stationery bills. The 
taxes are very high and the times are too hard 
for us to fritter away the public money on 8ta- 
tionery. I was not notified of the meeting o1 
the Finance Committee at which these bills were 
considered.” 

Mr. Hartman then moved to refer the matter 
back to the Finance Vee secing te but the motion 
was.lost. The question then recurring on the 
adoption of the report of the Finance Commit- 
tee to pay the bills, the requisite three-fourths 
vote not being obtained, the report of the com- 
mittee was not adopted. 

Alderman Rothman, the Republican member 
of the board from the Tenth District, was one of 
those who voted with Tony” Hartman. Pre:i- 
dent Sanger, of the Board of Aldermen, who 
was Chairman of the special Bartholdi Commit- 
tee, told a reporter that he recently declined to 
get Mr. Rothman a pass over a certain railroad. 
Alderman ** Mike” McKenna, County Democrat 
from the Fifteenth District, exvlained that he 
voted with “Tony” Hartman because he re- 
garded the question asa party one. On motion 
of A'derman Van Rensselaer, who failed to refer 
to“ Tony” Hartman as ‘* Judge,” the vote by 
which the Finance Committee’s report failed to 
to be adopted was reconsidered, and the matter 
was laid over. President Sanger said that sev- 
era! suits against the city vould be the outcome 
of the b»ard’s action. 

The hoard then directed Public Works Com- 
missioner Squire to compe! the property owners 
on Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets, between 
Tenth-avenue and the Hudson River, to have 
these streets paved with trap-block pavement at 
their own expense. Mayor Grace vetoed the 
resolution of the board permitting baseball play- 
ing in East One Hundred and Eighth-street, 
on the ground that the privilege was in contra- 
vention of the provisions of the Penal Code.

GUESTS OF THE PRESS CLUB. 


MAYOR GRACE ADDRESSES THE MEXICAN 
EDITORS IN SPANISH. 

The committee appointed by the Frress 
Club to receive the Mexican editors went to the 
Hoffman House yesterday morning and brought 
down the guests in carriages to the rooms of the 
club, in Nassau-street, where President Cum- 
mings and a number of other members were 
waiting to receive them. After handshaking in 


the parlor, the guests were taken up stairs to 
the reading room, where Mr. Cummings extend- 
ed to them a warm welcome. Hesaid: 


We cannot forget that you represent the press of a 
country whose Governmentis modeled after that of 
our Own, and whose people, like our own, threw off the 
yoke of a tyranny enthroned beyond the sea. Nor do 
we forget that of the sixteen republics dominating the 
American Continent you represent the press of one 
second only to that of the United states in power, in- 
fluence, area, population, line of coast, enterprise. and 
internal wealth; that like our own Repubiic, Mexico 
bas its sovereign State-, its Territories, and even its 
District of Columbia; and that its shores, like those of 
the United states, are laved by the surf of the two 
great oceans. We lock arms with you alone, for yours 
is the only republic adjoining our own. 

We cannot forget that you are representatives of the 
oldest type of civilization of the Western Continent, 
and that a thousand years before Kimowiae md Columbus 
was born an ASiutic Columbus, representing the oldest 
type ot civilization on the Eastern Continent, trod the 
soil of Mexico. Nor do we forget that, like our own 
Republic, yours has been overrun by armies from an- 
other continent, and that, like us, you have gallantly 
beaten the invaders back to the sea. In the immortal 
Juarez we recognize the counterpart of Washington; 
in unflinching Diaz we find s second Grant. 

But, while comparing Diaz to Grant, and in face of 
the recent arbitrary arrests of journalists in the city 
of Mexico, we cannot forget that a free and independ- 
ent press is the God-born child of a republican form of 

overnment; that without it arepublic cannot live,and 

hat with ita monarchy must surely die. Mexico has 
wheeled into line, and is steadily and sturdily advan- 
cing along the path of progress. With the aid of an 
untrammeled and independent press the hum of ma- 
shinery will soon be heard on all her streams, the 
whistle of the locomotive will awnken all her States, 
great ships will roll across the Isthmus of ‘'’ehuante- 

ec, the Cordillerus will pour their wealth anew into 
he lap of a revivified republic, towns will spring into 
ite Ike mushrooms,.schooils and universities will 

ourish, commerce will increase, and the Mexican na- 
tion will attain a grandeur and magnificence far tran- 
scending the fabled giory of-her ancient empire. With- 
out a free press she can be a republic only in name. 

Believing, gentlemen, that you represent this vital 
element of a great republic—a free and untrammeled 
press—we extend you a hearty welcome. Politically, 
socially, professionally, geographieally we are brothers, 
and as brethren the New-York Press Club gladiy 
tenders you the freedom of its quarters. You visit 
us inthe heat of Summer, when leading menin our 

rofession are at the seaside and scores of their 
fientenants are enjoying vacations, thus entailing 
double newspaper duty on those who remain. The 
master of the house is veg 4 and the pleasing duties of 
hospitality devolve upon his household. e gladly 
accept them, and we shall try our best tomake your 
visit a pleasant one. 

Sefior Paz, President of the traveling editors, 
and a member of the Mexican Congress, replied 
by expressing the deep appreciation of the party 
of the courtesy with which they .had been re- 
ceived in this city and every other place which 
they had visited in this country. Sefior Men- 
dizabai followed with a somewhat more lengthy 
speech, in which he paid a high tribute to Amer- 
ican journalists, to the power and influence of 
the press, and tothe wonderful advancement 
und progress which he saw on every hand. 

Addresses were also made by several members 
of the Press Club, and then a message arrived 
from the City Hall saying that the Mayor was 
waiting to receive the Mexicans. Refreshments 
were served, and the visitors went to the Mayor’s 
office, where they were astonished on hearing 
Mayor Grace, who once lived in South America, 
address themin Spanish.

THE WESTERN UNION’S POLICY. 
ITS SEIZURE OF THE AMERICAN RAPID COM- 
PANY’S WIRES. 

There was nothing new yesterday in the 
contest for the American Rapid Telegraph Com- 
pany's wires which were seized on Friday night 
by the Western Union Company. Both parties are 
awaiting the arguing of the suit before Judge 
Donohue this morning. Neither Gen. Farns- 
worth, the Receiver of the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’, nor Marsh, Wilson & Wallace, the 
counsel for Judge Harland, the Receiver of the 
American Rapid, would converse on the matter 
yesterday. President D. H. Bates, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Telegraph Company, commented 
in vigorous language on the fact that his Genial 
cf the proposed settlement of the contest be- 
tween his company and the Western Union had 
not been published, although he had personally 
communicated it to William Henry Smith, the 
agent of the Associated Press. Mr. Bates said 
that the history of the Western Union contained 
the record of a precisely similar outrage witch 
took place in 1875 or 1876. 

“It was with the lines of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional,”’ he said, ‘a smal! company doing busi- 
ness between Pittsburg and the oil regions. 
The business done was enormous. The Western 
Union had a lease of the smaller company’s 
lines, which was about expiring. They became 
aware that its then great rivai, the Atlantic and 
Pacific, had bought a controlling interest in the 
Merchants’ National, and that the  profit- 
able business done over its lines would 
be turned over to the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Without, so far asI can now remember, going 
to the courts tre Western Union a day or two 
before the expiration of the lease sent out 100 
men, who destroyed here and there over 75 miles 
of the lines of tne Merchants’ National. When 
brought to bay by the Atlantic und Pacific the 
Western Union took the same stand it now does, 
viz.: ‘You can have your remedy in the courts. 
Suits were brought, but the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, like the Bankers and Merchants’ now, was 
poor, and its more powerful rival successfully 
fougbt for delay,and finally getting control of the 
Atiantic and Pacific, the matter was dropped. 
They now, no doubt, hope to do the same thing, 
and their outrage is probably due to their 
knowledge that the Bankers and Merchants’ 
under the proposed reorganization might have 
proved an uncomfortable thorn in their side. 

* As to the Baltimore and Ohio, the cutting of 
the wires has made us busier than ever before, 
so much of the business of the other lines hav- 
ing come to us in consequence.” 

An order was granted by Judge Donohue yes- 
terday, on the application of holders of bonds of 
the Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Compa- 
uy, who sre opposed to the sale of that corpo- 
ration under foreclosure, directing the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company to show cause to-day, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, why it should not 
be removed from the post of Trustee of the ten- 
million-dollar mortgage of the company, which 
is the subject of foreciosure,

PLUNGING THROUGH A WINDOW. 
A BUTCHER’S HORSE CREATES CONSTERNA- 
TION IN A DRUG STORE. 

While Samuel Hensing, a driver in the 
employ of Lipman & Danzig, butchers, at Nos. 
10 and 12 Second-avenue, was delivering meat in 
A. Selig’s butcher’s shop, on the south side of 
Third-street, a few doors east of First-avenue, he 
left hisemployer’s horse and four-wheeled wagon 
standing in the street in front of the shop. He 
had been in the place about five minutes, when 
the horse became frightened and ranaway. A 
numer of boys had been playing ballin the 
street, and the ball struck the horse and started 
him off. 

He ran diagonally across the street and landed 
on the sidewalk. August Mannecke, 9 years 
old, of No. 117 East Third-street, was struck by 
one of the shatts of the wagon and knocked 
down. The horse trampled upon him, and when 
he was picked up and carried to his home it was 
found that he was very badly bruised. Owing to 
the high cur bstene the horse could not drag the 
heavily loaded wagon onto the sidewalk and he 
plunged down Third-street toward Fi. st-avenue, 
smashing the shafts of two wagons which were 
standing in the street, When he reached Ave- 
nue A he rushed full tilt against the wagon of 
Dr. Samuel Kohn, of No. 125 Second-avenue, 
which stood on the corner in front of Henry 
Schmid’s drug store, No. 38 Avenue A. Fort- 
unately, the doctor was not in the wagon, which 
wus wrecked. Then the horse plunged bodily 
into the show window of Schmid’s drug store, 
smashing two large panes of plate glass, the 
fancy colored globes in the window, and a large 
show case filled with fancy articles. The horse 
was badly cut by the glass, and was so tightly 
wedged into the window that it was with great 
difficulty that he could be extricated and re- 
moved to his stable. The animal is seriously in- 
jured. 

The damage to the drug store cannot be re- 
paired for less than $200, and it will cost at least 
$50 to put Dr, Kohn’s wagon in proper shape.

Should anything be left of the 
estate after all the legacies are paid in full, the 
testator directs that it be divided and paid to 
the Methodist Episcopal churches in tke Ninth 
Ward in the city of New-York to buy coal for 
the poor. Any beneficiary under the will who 
contests or assists in any contest of the will is 
debarred from any interest in it.

COMPROMISING ON A WILL. 
A CONFLICT AMONG THE HEIRS OF CHARLES 


. W. DURANT AVERTED. 

The threatened contost of the will of the 
late Charles W. Durant, the millionaire whs died 
while his son and daughter were fighting in the 
courts for the privilege of taking care of him, 
ha been averted, anda petition was yesterday 
presented to Surrogate Rollins by John D. 
Townsend, as guardian of a minor grandchild, 
for permission to withdraw the objections which 
have been made to the probate of the will. Mr. 
Durant was declared alunatic by the Supreme 


Court just before his death, and his estate at 
that time was appraised at $1,287,000, yielding 
an income of about $60,000 annually. By his will, 
which was made while he was living at the 
Everett House, June 22, 1883, ne bequeathed 
$60,000 to his granddaughter Adele, and $40,000 
to his grandson Victor, and divided the balance 
of the estate equally among his three sons, 
Charles W., Frederick C., and Howard M. Durant, 
and his daughter, Mrs. Estelle Bowers. The 
greater portion of that allotted to Mrs. Bowers 
was placed in trust to Frederick C. Durant for 
her sole and separate use. On Feb. 16, 1884, Mr. 
Durant made a codicil to his will by which he 
reduced the bequest to his granddaughter to 
$10,000, and that to his grandson to $1.000, leav- 
ing the otner parts of the instrument un- 
changed. A contest was begun against the codi- 
ci: on behalf of the grandchildren, in which Mrs. 
Bowers joined, and it was for permission tou com- 
promise the matter and prevent litigation that 
the pnetition was made to the Surrogate. 

By the terms of the compromise as shown in 
the petition the wili and codicil are to be admit- 
ted to probate without opposition and the other 
héirs are to pay to Adele $61,000 in place of the 
$10,000 left her by the codicil, and to Victor 
$41,000 in place of $1,000. It is stipulated, how- 
ever, that $50,000 of Adele's *money is to be 
placed in trust for her during her life with the 
Farmers’ L an and Trust Company, which is to 
pay her the annual income, but she is to have 
the right of disposing of this amount by will. 
The same disposition is to be made ot $30,000 of 
the money paid to Victor,and the balance, 
$11,000, isto be held in trust for him until he 
becomes of age, The compromise 1s satisfactory 
to Adelaide Durant, the mother of Adele and 
Victor, and the will is to be offered for probate, 
and Frederick C. Durant is to qualify as Execu- 
tor immediately,

MR, SMYTH’S CASE AGAIN,

THAT POLEMIC CLERGYMAN PRESENTS HIS 
FIFTH COMPLAINT. 

The United Presbyterian Presbytery 
of New-York met in the Jane-Street Church 
last night and'tried to settle some of the diffi- 
culties existing between the congregations sub- 
ject to its jurisdiction. The energetic Rev. 
Charles H, Symth started in on the offensive 

“with a written complaint against the Rev. James 
White, of the Charles-Street Church, but when 
the ‘Secretary started to read it there was & 
hubbub of objection by Mr. Symth’s opponents. 
A committee was appointed to examine its con- 
tents and see whether it was a proper document 
to be read. Then came what purported to bea 
‘“*memorial to the Presbytery,” which started 
out by speaking of * the disgraceful conduct of 
the Rev. Charles H. Smyth.’ That individual 
interrupted its reading to say that it wasas 
much a complaint asthe previous paper and 
must not be read. He prevailed in his point 
against strong opposition, and the second paper 
was likewise referred to a committee. The com- 
plaint by Mr. Smyth against Mr. White is the 
fifth that he has presented to the Presbytery, 
within a few months past, against United Pres- 
byterian ministers. : 

The Presbytery took up the resignation of the 
Rev. J. C. Scott from the church in Hoboken, 
which was re‘erred to them on June 16. He 
ex as his reasons for resigning that his family 
nad been sick, but were doing better, and that 
he believed he did not have the support of his 
church, Secretary Biddle said that the resigna- 
tion was ‘“‘an awful funny tniny, like one of 
Josh Billings’s jokes.” °** Why,” he added, * he 
savs his family have been sick, but are doing bet- 
ter. He couldn’t hope for more if he went to the 
Hot Springsor Denver. He says he ‘ believes’ his 
congregation do not support him, but we have 
no right to give up because a church member is 
kicky or looks cross-eyed at us, If Mr. Scott 
bas been doing right he shoula have the back- 
bone to stick it out like Brotber Smyth here, 
and if he is wrong we ought to knowit. This 
matter should be more fully explained.” 

Mr. Smyth wanted to know whether Mr. Scott 
was not resigning to escape the discipline of the 
Presbytery. Mr. Scott is one of the ministers 
against whom he has issued complaints. Brother 
Patterson was also strongly in favorof having 
the resigning clergyman exovlain himself, but he 
‘declined to do so, and his friends upheld his po- 
sition. His resignation was accepted, and he de- 
parted with the words: ** Good bye, Mr. Modera- 
tor; I'm going back to Hoboken to do some 
packing.” ‘*He seemed in a great hurry to 
leave town,” remarked one of his opponents in 
an undertone. ‘I hope the police will not de- 
tain him.” 

The session of the Presbytery will be contin- 
ued this morning. 





HAY AND FEED BURNED UP, 


A BRISK FIRE CAUSES DAMAGE IN WASH- 
INGTON-STREET. 


Flames burst forth suddenly soon after 
1 o’clock yesterday in the bay and feed store of 
Devine & Rush, Nos. 465 to 411 Washington- 
street. The buiiding consists of a wooden shed, 
100 feet front on Washington-street, and about 
the same frontage on Laight-street. On the 
corner of Washington and Laight streets is a 
two-story brick building used as an office by the 
owners of the storeand a number of Custom 
House truckmen, It is situated immedi- 
ately opposite the United States Public 
Stores on the west side of Washington-street, 
and the fire was discovered by employes 
in the stores. An alarm was sent out from the 
box in the pubiic stores, and three lines of hose 
were run out and manned by the !aborers in the 
stores. These kept the fire in check until the 
firemen arrived 3n response tothe alarm. Ow- 
ing to the combustible nature of the building 
and its contents the flames burned stubbornly, 
and it was found necessary to send out a second 
alarm. With the aid of the additional engines 
the flames were speedily controlled and soon ex- 
tinguished. The loss on the buildings and stock 
will not exceed $5,000. They are insured in the 
Greenwich Company. The fire extended tothe 
horseshoeing shop of Edward Patton, Nos. 71 
and 73 Laight-street, and $1,000 damage was 
done there.
